An Ordinance regulating the prices at which Seed Cotton 
shall be purchased from the grower thereof. 


(3lsr January, 1918.] 
Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as ‘The Cotton (War Prices) 
Ordinance, 1918,” and shall be read as one with the Uganda Cotton 
Ordinance, 1908, (hereinafter referred to as the principal Ordinance) 
and the Uganda Cotton (Amendment) Ordinance, 1910. 


2. The prices specified in the Schedule hereto shall be the 
Standard Prices for the purchase of seed cotton from the growers 
in the localities therein mentioned and it shall be unlawful for any 
person to purchase seed cotton from the grower in any locality at 
a price other than the Standard Price for such locality. 


3. In the event of any dispute arising between a grower and 
any intending purchaser of his cotton as to the quality thereof, the 
same may at the request of either party be referred to the Director 
of Agriculture or his representative whose decision thereon shall be 
final. 


4. (1) Any person shall be guilty of a cognizable offence who:— 


(a) Sells or purchases or abets or attempts the sale or purchase 
of seed cotton in contravention of this Ordinance. 


(6) Wilfully and knowingly makes any false statement or 
representation with a view to affecting or influencing any 
transaction to which this Ordinance applies. 


(2) Every such person shall on conviction be liable to im- 
prisonment of either kind not exceeding a year or to a 
fine not exceeding Rs. 3,000 or both and all seed cotton 
in his possession or control in respect of which such 
offence was committed shall be liable to confiscation. 


5. Sales and purchases under this Ordinance shall be subject 
to all Rules and Regulations now or hereafter in force under the 
principal Ordinance. 


6. The Governor may by Proclamation in the Gazette 
suspend the operation of this Ordinance either wholly or partially 
and may in like manner amend, vary or add to the Schedule hereto.

Dealers. 


(31st January, 1918.] 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Produce 
Protection Ordinance, 1918,” and shall be read as one 
with the Produce Protection Ordinance, 1913, and the 
Produce Protection (Amendment) Ordinance, 1913, and 
these Ordinances may be cited collectively as “The 
Produce Protection Ordinances, 1913 and 1918.” 


2. The power of making rules conferred on the 
Governor by Section VI of the Produce Protection 
Ordinance, 1913, shall extend to rules providing for 
the licensing of buyers and growers of and dealers in 
produce and imposing fees and conditions for the issue 
of licences.

I have the honour to inform you that a large increase in the sums - 
remitted to India in Money Orders and Postal Orders has been observed as a 
consequence of the restrictions which the Secretary of State for India in Council 
has been compelled to impose on trade remittances to India. 


2. The Government of India have accordingly decided that the value 
of British Postal Orders paid in India to any one individual on the same day 
must not exceed £20. 


3. Asa further measure, and in consequence of an increase which has 
been made in the rate of exchange at which the Secretary of State for India in 
Council sells Council drafts on India, the rate of exchange for remittances made 
to India by Postal or Money Orders has heen raised from 15 rupees= £1 (1s. 4d. 
the rupee) to 14 rupees 2 annas=£1, which is the equivalent to the nearest 
anna of the rate of 1s. 5d. the rupee. 


4. The new rates came into force on 25th September as to all Postal 
Orders issued in the United Kingdom, and on 26th September as to all Money 
Orders advised from the Imperial General Post Office. 


5. You will no doubt take the necessary steps to bring these measures 
to the notice of the public.

UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 


Port Landing Regulations for the Control and Landing of Passengers 
and Private Cargo from Vessels other than H. M.’s Transports. 


1. THESE REGULATIONS will be cited as The Port Landing Regulations, 
1917. 


2. All cargo other than Military or Government stores, etc., arriving at or leaving 
ports in conquered territory in vessels other than Government transports or dhows, 
will be landed and shipped by and under the control of the Port Captain. 


3. The tariff of landing, etc., charges shall be those laid down in the Schedule 
hereto and bills of lading shall be endorsed accordingly and shall be due and payable 
by the ships owners or agents prior to the vessel leaving port. 


4. Owners or Agents of a ship that purposes to call at a port shall as early as 
possible, give notice to the Port Captain at such Port of the expected date and time of 
arrival of the ship, and shall give particulars in such notice as to the nature and 
quantity of cargo and other matters of importance. 


5. Vessels will provide all necessary and usual gear for working cargoes. 


6. The landing of heavy weights cannot be guaranteed, all consigninents should 
therefore be shipped in packages of such size and weight as will enable them to be 
man-handled. In the event of heavy or bulky consignments being required to be imported 
or exported, arrangements must be made with the Port Captain prior to the arrival of the 
vessel on which the said goods are, or are to be consigned, for handling of such goods. 


7. Should military exigencies not allow of a ship or vessel entering a harbour, 
no responsibility for demurrage can be accepted, nor can claims for demurrage be 
entertained in respect to vessels detained in harbour under unavoidable circumstances. 


8. Movements and control of ships in harbour will be under the direction of, 
and subject to, regulations issued by the Chief Port Authority or Port Captain in a 
similar manner as in the case of H. M. Transports. 


9. No ship may break bulk until her cargo has been duly centered at the Custoins 
House or special authority obtained from the Officer in Charge of Customs. 


10. All cargo landed by permission of the Officer in Charge of Customs into any 
temporary shed in the possession of the Port Authority shall be under Customs control 
and will be allowed storage, if space permits, for a period of 72 hours after the complete 
cargo has been landed and pending clearance through the Customs. Cargo not cleared 
within such period will be removed from such shed to the Customs sheds at the cost 
and risk of the consignees. Kerosine, petrol, inflammable oils and explosives will be 
stacked in open places assigned by the Customs Authorities. 


11. Should military exigencies not allow of cargo being landed at a wharf or into 
a shed, cargo will be landed on to the beach set apart by the Customs Authority for that 
purpose above high water mark. No responsibility will be taken by the Port Authorities 
after the landing of such goods on to the said beach. 


12. No goods will be delivered to any consignee without the production by him 
of the necessary authority from the Officer in Charge of Customs. 


13. Importers or shippers or persons in charge of goods shall deliver where and 
when required landing, shipping, transhipping, or forwarding orders or warrants as the 
case may be, on the prescribed forms, which shall specify the respective marks and 
numbers of the packages, their number, description and contents, with the weight and 
measurements of solids, and the number of gallons of liquid contained in each package, 
and the value thereof, when required ; also the name of the ship and the pert the goods 
are from or intended for; and there shall be separate landing, shipping, transhipping, or 
forwarding orders or warrants for each ship and for each separate consignee or shipper. 


Bills of Lading shall be produced for all cargo landed or to be landed before 
orders can be accepted or delivery made for any portion thereof, and no bills of lading 
will be accepted on which the authority from the shipper to the holder is not deduced 
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by a complete and accurate chain of endorsement, and every bill of lading shall clearly 
show to whose order the goods are to be delivered. In all cases of informality in bills 
of lading application in writing must be made for the goods, stating the circumstances 
and enclosing any documents which will show the title to the goods. In every case 
the applicant shall indemnify the Administration against loss or damage, by bond or 
otherwise, as the Administration may direct. 


Bills of lading, freight notes, invoices, and other documents shall be available 
and must be produced to the Port Captain in respect of all cargo landed at a harbour, 
as and when required by the Port Captain. 


14. Should either weight or measurement appear to be incorrectly stated on an 
order or warrant, the Port Captain may test the same, and if found inaccurate the cost 
of weighing or measuring or both, with a minimum charge of Rs. 2/- must be paid by 
the consignee or shipper, as the case may be, in addition to any penalty to which he 
may be liable. 


15. (1) The Administration will not be liable for any loss, delay, or non-delivery 
of goods occasioned by insutlicient or erroneous marking. 


(2) When goods are insufficiently or erroneously marked, the Administration, 
notwithstanding that all dues and charges shall have been deposited or paid, may require 
from any person claiming such goods a special release order signed by the ship’s agents 
or an indemnification against any loss or damage the Administration may sustain by 
reason of the delivery to such person. The ordinary rent shall be charged against all 
goods remaining on the Administration’s premises in consequence of such insufticient 
or erroneous marking. 


16. The delivery of goods to the Customs Sheds, Searchers’ Office or other place 
appointed by the Customs Department, shall constitute delivery of such goods to the 
consignee, and the Adininistration will not be liable in respect of goods after they have 
been so delivered. 


17. In cases of emergency or for the purpose of securing the better safety of the 
harbour or the shipping therein the Port Captain may, whenever it may seem expedient 
to do so, destroy or otherwise dispose of dangerous goods within a harbour without 
compensation to the consignee. 


18. The Port Captain may with the consent of the Officer in Charge of Customs 
and after giving at least two hours’ notice to the owner or other person entitled to 
receive the goods, or, if the owner or consignee of the goods cannot be found, then 
without such notice, order the removal and if necessary, the destruction of any cargo 
or matter of an offensive nature which may be landed or placed upon wharves, jetties 
or quays or any other part of the Port Captain’s premises in a harbour; such removal 
or destruction shall be at the expense of the consignee or other person concerned. 


19. The Administration will not be liable for any loss or damage to goods for 
shipment until goods have been actually loaded on the Administration’s lighters ; nor will 
it be liable for delay in shipment or for non-shipment due to failure on the part of the 
shippers to comply with the regulations or conditions in connection with the shipment 
of goods at any harbour. 


20. Smoking is prohibited within a harbour in any goods shed, warehouse, or in 
the proximity to any cargo or inflammable material, or in other places where notice 
boards prohibiting smoking are erected. 


21. All vessels arriving at the Port with any infectious disease on board shall 
before entering the harbour fly a yellow flag at the foremast head. They shall before 
allowing any person or cargo to be disembarked await the arrival of the Port Health 
Otticer who may impose such restrictions and give such directions as he may deem 
necessary. 


22. No boats shall go alongside any vessel on arrival until such ship has been 
boarded by the Port Health Officer or his representative and pratige granted. 


23. The orders for the time being in force for transports with regard to the sale 
and consumption of liquor on transports in Port will apply part passu to all private vessels. 
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24. No person will be permitted to land from or board any vessel without a permit 
issued by the Base or Port Commandant at the Port in question. 


25. The right of clearing and delivering luggage from and to ships in harbour, 
when not affected by a passenger personally, is reserved to the Port Authorities or to 
such persons as the Port Authoritics may specially appoint or license for the purpose. 


26. No person shall interfere with or hinder any Oflicer of the Administration in 
the discharge of his duty. 


27. The Chief Port Authority is empowered to make such Rules hereunder from 
time to time as may be deemed necessary or desirable for the carrying out of the above 
Regulations. 

28. Save as otherwise in these Regulations provided, if any person commits 
a breach of any of the foregoing Regulations, or any Rules made thereunder, or causes or 
procures a breach thereof to be committed, such person shall be liable on conviction toa 
fine not exceeding Rs. 1,000, or in detault of payment to imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding six months or to both such fine and imprisonment.

4. All general cargo other than that herein specially specified will be charged at 
the rates of Rs. 4/- per ton. 

5. Livestock will be charged at the following rates :— 

Cattle, horses, ponies, mules, donkeys at Rs. 7-50 per head. 
Sheep, goats, pigs, dogs at Re. 1 per head. 

6. Bullion, coin, diamonds, radium and other precious stones will not be 
discharged by the Port Authorities but will be unloaded and conveyed to Customs 
premises by and at the risk and cost of the consignee. 

7. Oil, petrol and explosives at Rs. 7-50 per ton.

PROCLAMATION. 


I, HENRY RICHARD WALLIS, Companion of the Most 
Distinguished Order of Saint Michael and Saint George, Acting 
Governor of the Uganda Protectorate, in exercise of the powers 
conferred upon me by the Uganda Order in Council, 1902, Article 
6 (1) with the approval of the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
do hereby proclaim as follows :- - 

The second schedule to the Proclamation under the 
Uganda Order in Council, 1902, Article 6 (1) dated the 5th 
April, 1907, shall be varied from and after the first April, 
1918, by deleting Singo from the list of Counties in the 
District of Mengo in Buganda and adding the said County 
of Singo to the list of Counties in the District of Mubendi 
in Buganda.

THE UGANDA TOWNSHIPS ORDINANCE, 1903. 


RULES. 
THE TOWNSHIP (AMENDMENT) RULES, 1918. 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Township 
(Amendment) Rules, 1918,” and shall be read as one with the 
Township Rules, 1916, hereinafter called the principal Rules. 


2. Rule 26 of the principal Rules is cancelled and replaced 
by the following :— 


“96. The occupier and, if there is no occupier, the owner 
“of any premises shall cause all cess-pools and cess-pits on 
“such premises to be covered with a film of oil, cleaned out or 
“renewed as often and in such manner as the Township 
“ Authority may require and all catch-pits shall be cleared out 
“at least once a week.” 


3. The following paragraph is added to Rule 62 of the 
principal Rules :— 


“3. Public livestock markets may be established by the 
“Township Authority in any township on a site and in 
“ accordance with a plan approved by it and when such market 
“is established no cattle, sheep, goats, pigs, horses, donkeys or 
“ mules shall be hawked, sold or exposed for sale within the 
“limits of the township except within such market or with 
“the special permission of the Township Authority.” 


4. Rules 64, 66 and 70 are hereby amended by inserting the 
words “or animals” after the word “ goods” therein occurring, 
and Rule 37 is amended by adding the words “other than a live- 
stock market” at the end thereof. 
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5. The following paragraph is added to Rule 74 :— 


“(3). The Market Master or any Adininistrative or Veterinary 
“ Officer may prohibit the entrance to a livestock market 
“or order the removal therefrom of any animal or thing 
“ which in his opinion is liable to spread any disease of 
“ animals.” 


6. Paragraph (2) of Rule 81 is cancelled and replaced by the 
following :— 

“ (2). All drawings furnished by the applicant shall be signed 
“upon each sheet as approved by the Executive Ofticer 
“ by order of the Township Authority and also by two 
“members of the Township Authority or their represent- 
“atives belonging to the Medical and Public Works 
“ Departinents respectively. No permit shall be issued 
“under this Rule until the drawings have been signed as 

“ aforesaid.” 


7. Section (1) of Rule 133 of the principal Rules is cancelled 
and replaced by the following :— 


“ (1). Every building intended to be used as a dwelling 
“shall be so constructed that so much of the wails of every 
“room as in the opinion of the Township Authority is neces- 
“ sary for efficient lighting and ventilation shall either be an 
“external wall or abut on an interior open space.” 


8. Rules one hundred and forty-one to one hundred and 
sixty-one of the principal Rules are hereby applied to the township 
of Arua and Rule one hundred and forty is hereby amended by 
deleting therefrom the words “ Butiaba and Gulu” and by insert- 
ing in place thereof the words “ Butiaba, Gulu and Arua.” 


9. The following paragraph is added to Rule 141 of the 
principal Rules :— 


“ (4). No cattle, sheep, goats or pigs shall be slaughtered 
“within any township except at a slaughterhouse duly 
“registered under this Rule uuless a permit in writing from the 
“Township Authority shall have been previously obtained.” 


10. Rule 160 of the principal Rules is amended by substi- 
tuting the time 8 p.m. for the time 9 p.m. therein occurring. 


11. The followiny paragraphs are added to Rule 169 of the 
principal Rules :— 


‘“©(4).. The Township Authority may from time to time if 
“they think the same expedient direct a new valuation of all 
“or any of the rateable property in the township and prepare 
“a new rating list as aforesaid or a supplemental list in 
“ substitution for any part thereof provided that the assessment 
“of any premises shall not be increased under this paragraph 
“unless a new building or addition to an existing building 
“shall have been erected thereon since the last annual revision 
“ of the list.” 


“(5). All the provisions of these Rules in relation to 
“value, inspection, revision, objections, appeals and otherwise 
“concerning the rating list first directed to be made shall 
“be applicable to every new or supplemental rating list to 
“be made under the last preceding paragraph hereof.” 


12. Rule 177 of the principal Rules as amended by the 
Township (Amendment No. 2) Rules, 1916, is hereby cancelled and 
replaced by the following :— 
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“177 (1). Any person may on application at the Police 
“ Station be registered as a domestic servant by the Superin- 
“tendent of Police or other European Officer in charge of a 
“ Police Station. 


“(2). On any such application being made the Police 
“ Officer shall cause to be recorded in a register to be kept in 
“his office the name, place of abode, race or tribe and distinc- 
“tive marks of the applicant; and also such short particulars 
“ of previous employment as appear from the applicant’s loose 
“ papers, if any, after examination, to be correct. The Police 
“ Officer shall thereupon issue a character book to the applicant 
“ free of charge which shall contain so far as practicable a copy 
‘of the particulars entered in the register, and the entries in 
“it shall be initialled by the Police Officer at the time of issue. 


“ (3). Where a character book has been lost or destroyed, 
“the domestic servant whose book it is may obtain a new 
“character book at a charge of one rupee. The new book shall 
“ contain so far as practicable a copy of all particulars entered 
“in the register at the date of its issue. 


““(4). No person shall within the township seek employ- 
“ment as a domestic servant unless he has been registered as 
“ aforesaid and is in possession at the time of seeking employ- 
“ment of a character book duly issued to him. 


“(5). On an employer engaging a domestic servant the 
“ domestic servant shall deliver up his character book to the 
“employer and the employer shall enter in it the date of 
“ engagement and send the book to the Police for registration. 
“ After registration the employer shall retain the book during 
“ the time the servant remains in his employment. On termin- 
“ ation of the employment the employer, after writing in the 
“spaces provided the nature and period of service, the rate of 
“ wages and the character, shall take or send to the Police 
“the character book and the Police Officer shall thereupon 
“initial the said entry and cause a true copy thereof to be 
“inserted in the register and return the book to the domestic 
“ servant. 


“(6). No person shall enter any untrue statement in a 
“character book or omit therefrom any matter which by 
“paragraph 5 hereof he should have entered therein, but 
“ nothing herein contained shall compel an employer to give a 
“ character if he does not think fit to do so. 

“ (7). No person shall make any untrue statement to the 
“ Police Officer in applying for the issue of a character book 
“ whether original or substituted. 


“ (8). No person shall make use of any other person's 
“character book or written character for the purpose of 
“ obtaining employment. 

“ (9). No person shall make to any employer from whom 
“he is seeking employment any false statement concerning 
“his previous employment. 

“ (10). Any employer to whom a character book is pre- 
“sented which appears to contain a false entry or from which 
“any entry required by these Rules appears to have _becn 
“omitted shall forward such book to the nearest Police 
“ Station.”

warning should be given to the general public that the restrictions on the travelling of 
women and children on British vessels through the submarine danger zones remain as 
indicated in Gaze(te Notice No. 132 of the 13th April, 1917; that they are being applied 
with increasing strictness ; and that it is very improbable that any women and children, 
who may be granted passports in urgent cases to proceed to the Cnited Kingdom, will 
be allowed to return to the Protectorate. 

2. It should be clearly understood that the Secretary of State is not prepared to

The following Draft Rules are under consideration with a 
view to enactment and are published for general information :— 


THE PREVENTION OF DISEASE (COTTON AND 
OTHER TRADES) ORDINANCE, 1916. 


RULES. 
THE FACTORIES RULES, 1918. 


Parr I.—TwHe Facrories Boarp. 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “ The Factories Rules, 
1918,” and shall come into force on the first day Of.........ssseseceeceeeeee 


2. In these Rules the words— 


“The Board” means the Factories Board hereinafter 
established ; 

“To erect” includes to set up a new building and to adapt 
or convert an existing building not previously so used 
to the purposes of a factory or of a building appurtenant 
thereto ; 

“ Factory’? means any building or place in which cotton or 
cotton seed is treated by power machinery or in which 
such other mechanical processes are carried on as the 
Governor may specify by Notice in the Gazette and in 
which five or more persons are employed ; 

“ Inspecting Officer’? means any person deputed by the Board 
to execute any duty or power under these Rules. 


8. The Factories Board shall consist of the Director of 
Public Works, the Director of Agriculture, the Medical Sanitary 
Officer who shall be Executive Officer, or their representatives and 
such other persons not exceeding two as the Governor may 
appoint. 


Before proceeding to business the members present shall elect 
a Chairman. 


At any meeting of the Board three members shall form a 
quorum and a copy of the minutes signed by the Chairman shall be 
the only necessary evidence of any act or decision of the Board. 


Part IJ.—Ruvutes as to New Facrortrs. 


4. Every person intending to erect any factory or building 
appurtenant to a factory shall make an application to the Board in 
writing for a permit and furnish the Board with— 

(a) Drawings shewing elevation, sections and plans of every 
floor of every building drawn td a scale of not less than 
one inch to every eight feet and shewing the position 
form materials and dimensions of the several parts of 
such building and of every- closet or latrine, dwelling- 
house, store or other building intended to be used in 
connection therewith and the position form arrangement 
and dimensions of any machinery intended to be placed 
therein ; and 

(6) A block plan drawn to a scale of not less than one inch to 
every forty feet shewing the position of all buildings and 
appurtenances proposed to be erected on the plot and of 
those already existing or intended to be used or occupied 
in connection with the factory, and 
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(c) Such other information in writing, plans, drawings or 
documents as the Board may require. 


5. All drawings shall be furnished in duplicate and signed ; 
one set shall be signed on every sheet by the person intending 
to erect the factory and shall when furnished become the property 
of the Board. 


6. All buildings hereafter to be erected on a factory plot or 
for use in connection with a factory shall comply with the 
following provisions except where the Board for reasons to be 
recorded approves of any variation therefrom :— 


(a) They shall be designed and constructed) generally in 
accordance with the recognized English practice so far as 
shall be necessary to secure safety to the approval of the 
Board. 

() The foundation shall be of concrete or masonry in cement 
mortar composed of not less than one part of cement or 
lime to four parts of clean sharp sand, carried to a depth 
of not less than 18 inches below ground level. 


(c) All floors of such buildings shall be of concrete not less 
than three inches thick on a foundation of stone broken 
to two inches and rammed three inches deep. 


(a) The walls and floors of all buildings into which seed 
cotton or cotton seed is to be brought shall be made 
of rat-proof materials and the doors and other openings 
shall be constructed in such a manner as to prevent the 
ingress or egress of rats wheu closed. 


c 


7. On receipt of such application the Board may issue a 
permit to the applicant to proceed to erect the factory or other 
building and save as hereinafter provided no person shall begin 
to erect the factory or building until he has received such permit 
together with his plans signed on every sheet by the Director of 
Public Works or his representative. 


8. If the Board disapproves of the erection of any building 
for which application has been made as aforesaid or of any portion 
or detail thereof, by reason that the same will contravene some 
provision of these Rules, it may at any time within thirty 
days of the receipt of the application by written notice intimate 
to the person who made the application its said disapproval and 
the reason for the same and prescribe terms subject to which the 
necessary permit will be granted. 


9. If within thirty days after receipt of the said application 
the Board does not intimate in writing to the person who made 
the application its disapproval of the factory or building which the 
said person proposes to erect the said person may proceed as if a 
permit had been granted for the erection of the factory or building 
on the expiry of the said thirty days. 


10. On obtaining the necessary permit and signed plans 
the person who made the application may proceed to erect the said 
building or factory subject to the terms prescribed as aforesaid but 
not otherwise, at any time within one year from the date of the 
permit. 


11. Rules 4, 5, 7, 8, 9 and 10 hereof shall not apply to 
factories and buildings in Townships but applications for permits 
to erect the same shall be referred to the Board by the Township 
Authority for approval before the plans are signed by them. Such 
approval shall be signified by the signature on the plans of the 
Director of Public Works. 
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Part III.—Generau. 


12. Every part of a factory in which workmen are employed 
shall have provision made for ventilation to the satisfaction of an 
Inspecting Officer and shall be kept ventilated. 


13. When any new machinery is installed in a factory after 
the date hereof the Board may require the same to be fitted with 
approved apparatus for protecting the workers from dust. 


14. All machinery or belting which in the opinion of an 
Inspecting Officer is dangerous to the workmen employed may be 
ordered to be kept securely protected to his satisfaction. 


15. All buildings shall be kept in thorough repair and the 
ground occupied in connection with any factory shall be levelled 
and all holes therein filled up and shall be kept clear of rank 
vegetation, lumber, waste material and rubbish lable to harbour 
rats or spread disease. 


16. The proprietor or person in charge of a factory shall be 
responsible for the disposal of all cotton seed and waste produced 
thereon and no cotton seed which is not stored in rat-proof 
buildings shall be permitted to remain on or near the factory 
premises for more than three months without the leave of an 
Inspecting Officer in writing. When no leave has been given all 
cotton seed over three months old and not stored as aforesaid shall 
be buried or burned or disposed of in such manner as an Inspecting 
Officer shall direct. 


17. An Inspecting Officer on instructions from the Board 
may at any time give directions touching the following matters :-— 


(a) The number of persons who may be permitted to sleep 
on the factory premises or near them. 


(6) The measures to be taken for exterminating rats. 
(c) The provision of suitable latrine accommodation. 


(d) In case of an outbreak of infectious disease he may order 
the factory to be disinfected to his satisfaction or to be 
closed for such period as the Board may consider 
necessary, and he may order the destruction of any 
materials subject to the payment of such compensation 
(if any) as the Governor may determine. 


(e) The maintenance and repairs of buildings, the provision 
of ventilation, sanitary appliances, and appliances for 
preventing dust, the disposal of cotton seed and other 
waste material, measures against rats and any matter or 
thing necessary to secure compliance with these Rules. 


18. For the purposes of these Rules any order or directions 
in writing may be served on the proprietors or managers or persons 
in charge of any factory in the discretion of the Board by an 
Inspecting Officer. 


19. When an accident is caused by power machinery 
resulting in death or bodily injury whereby any person is prevented 
from returning to work during 48 hours next after the occurrence 
of the accident, the manager or person in charge of the machinery 
shall forthwith give notice of the accident to the Administrative 
Officer of the District in which the same occurs, who shall make 
such inquiries as he shall consider necessary and report the same 
to the Board. 
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20. Any person committing a breach of these Rules or 
failing to comply with any order or direction lawfully given there- 
under shall be guilty of an offence punishable with a fine not 
exceeding Rs. 1,000 or imprisonment of either kind not exceeding 
12 months or both. Upon any conviction the Court may order 
the factory in which the offence took place to be closed until any 
lawful requirement of the Board shall have been complied with. 


For the purpose of legal proceedings complaint may be made 
by an Inspecting Officer on the instructions of the Board.

AND WHEREAS by treaty, vrant, usage, sufferance and 
other lawful means His Majesty the King has power and jurisdic- 
tion in the British Protectorates specified in the Schedule to this 
Order (hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘ Scheduled Protectorates ”’) : 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that provision should be 
made to enable the said provisions to be carried into effect in the 
scheduled Protectorates : 


NOW, THEREFORE, His Majesty, by virtue and in 
exercise of the powers in this behalf by the Foreign Jurisdiction 
Act, 1890, or otherwise in His Majesty vested, is pleased, by and 
with the advice of His Majesty’s Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, as follows :— 


1. This Order may be cited as “The British Protecto- 
rates (Geneva Convention) Order in Council, 1917.” 


2. This Order shall apply to the Protectorates specified 
in the Schedule hereto, and in this Order the term “the 
Protectorate”” means any scheduled Protectorate, the term 
“ Governor” means the person for the time being administering 
the Government of the Protectorate, the term “ Attorney-General ” 
means the Principal Law Officer of the Protectorate, and, if there 
shall be no such Law Officer in or for any Scheduled Protectorate, 
then the Principal Executive Officer next to the Governor of such 
Protectorate, aud the term “ Gazette” means the Official Govern- 
ment Gazette of the Protectorate. 


3.—(1) As from the commencement of this Order it shall not 
be lawful for any person to use for the purpose of his trade or 
business, or for any other purpose whatsoever, in the Protectorate 
without the authority of the Governor, the heraldic emblem of the 
Red Cross on a white ground formed by reversing the Federal 
colours of Switzerland, or the words “ Red Cross” or “Geneva 
Cross,” and if any person acts in contravention of this provision 
he shall be guilty of an offence against this Order, and shall be 
liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding £10, and to 
forfeit any goods upon or in connection with which the emblem or 
words were used. 


(2) Where a company or society is guilty of any such contra- 
vention, without prejudice to the liability of the company or 
society, every director, manager, secretary, and other officer of the 
company or society, who is knowingly a party to the contravention, 
shall be guilty of an offence against this Order, and liable to the 
like penalty. 
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(3) Proceedings under this Order shall not be instituted in 
the Protectorate without the consent of the Attorney-General. 


4. This Order shall be published in the Gazette or, if there 
shall be no Gazette in or for any scheduled Protectorate, then in 
such manner as the Governor shall direct, and shall thereupon 
commence and come into operation ; and the Governor shall give 
directions for the publication of this Order, at such place, and in 
such manner, and for such time or times, as he thinks proper for 
giving due publicity thereto. 


5. His Majesty may from time to time revoke, alter, add to, 
or amend this Order.

An Ordinance relating to Trading with the Enemy. 
(28rn Fesruary, 1918.] 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


Short title. 1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Trading 
with the Enemy (Amendment) Ordinance, 1918,” and 
shall be read as one with The Trading with the Enemy 
Ordinances, 1914 to 1917. 


Power to 2. For the purpose of ascertaining whether goods 
paiticulars of Of any description are held on account of or for the 
goods held for future account of, or for the benefit or future benefit, 


enemy benefit. direct or indirect, of any person resident or carrying on 
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business in any country which at the time is at war 
with His Majesty, or any person of enemy nationality, 
or are held otherwise to the prejudice of the national 
interest, the Governor may by order :— 

(a) Require all persons who are owners of, 
or who are in possession of, or have control over, 
any goods, to furnish to the Custodian of Enemy 
Property any information in their possession 
which the Custodian may require :— 


(i) As to the nature, quantity, use, origin, and 
destination of the goods, and the purposes for 
which they are held ; 


(ii) Where the goods are not in the possession of 
the owner, as to the actual ownership of the 
goods and conditions under which the goods 
are held; 


(iii) In order to establish whether the amount of 
the goods held is in excess of the normal 
requirements of the trade of the owner thereof 
and the reasons for the excess, if any ; 


(b) Authorise the Custodian to enter any 
premises on which he has reason to suspect that 
goods of any such description are kept or stored 
and carry out such inspection of and examination 
of the premises and goods thereon as the Custodian 
may consider necessary for obtaining such informa- 
tion as aforesaid ; 

(c) Authorise the Custodian to require the 
production of and to inspect all books or documents 
relating to goods of any such description. 


3. Any order requiring such information as 
aforesaid shall be published in the Gazette and in such 
other manner as the Governor shall think best adapted 
for informing the persons affected and ensuring 
publicity. 


4. Where the Governor, as the result of such 
enquiries as aforesaid, is of opinion that any goods 
are held on account of, or for the future account of, 
or for the benefit or future benefit, direct or indirect, 
of any persons resident or carrying on business in any 
country which at the time is at war with His Majesty, 
or any person of enemy nationality, or that the 
continued withholding of the goods from the market 
is to the prejudice of the national interest, the Governor 
may, by order sent by registered post to or delivered at 
the last-known place of address in the Uganda 
Protectorate of the owner of the gocds, require him 
to dispose of the goods in such manner and within 
such time as may be specified in the order. 


5. If the owner of the goods cannot be ascertained 
or is not resident within the Protectorate, the order 
may be addressed to, and may confer powers of sale on, 
the person in whose possession or under whose control 
the goods may happen to be. 


6. For the purposes of this Ordinance the 
expression “ owner” in relation to any goods includes 
any person who, as factor or otherwise, has power to 
sell the goods.

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Offences. 7. If any person— 


(a) Refuses or neglects to furnish any informa- 
tion or to answer any question put to him, in 
pursuance of any order made under this Ordinance,

(i) Refuses or neglects to produce any books 
or documents relating to the goods in question 
which may be in his’ possession or under his 
control ; or 

(c) Fails to comply with any order made by 
the Governor as to the disposal of goods ordered 
to be disposed of under this Ordinance ; or 

(d) Except as authorised by the Governor, 
discloses or makes use of any information given 
to him under this Ordinance ; 

Penalties. he shall be guilty of an offence punishable on complaint 
by the Custodian with imprisonment of either kind not 
exceeding six months or with fine not exceeding 
Rs. 1,500 or with both, and the Court may in addition 
to any other sentence which may be imposed order that 
any goods in respect of which the offence has been 
committed shall be forfeited. 


Place of trial. 8. For the purpose of the trial of a person for 
such an offence, the offence shall be deemed to have 
been committed either at the place in which the same 
actually was committed or at any place in which the 
offender may be. 


Appeal. 9. An appeal shall le to the High Court from 
any acquittal conviction sentence or order passed 
under this Ordinance.

RULES. 
THE STAMP RULES, 1918. 


1. THESE RULES may he cited as “The Stamp Rules, 
1918.” 

2. All duties with which any instrument is chargeable under 
the above-mentioned Ordinance shall be paid and such payment 
shall be indicated on such instrument by stamps of the following 
kinds and by no others, viz., either :— 

(a) Stamps of such denominations and of such design as 
the Treasurer may determine impressed upon such instrument 
at the Treasury, Kntebbe, by the proper Officer, or, 

(v) Adhesive postage stamps of the Kast Africa and 
Uganda Protectorates surcharged with the words “ Uganda 
Revenue” printed thereon by the Government Printer. 
Provided that when the duty payable on an instrument is six 
cents and no more then such duty may be paid by means of 
postage stamps not surcharged as aforesaid. 

3. Any person desiring to pay the duty on an instrument by 
means of impressed stamps may forward such instrument to 
the Treasurer, Entebbe, together with the proper duty and a 
Memorandum containing particulars of the nature of the instru- 
ment. 
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4. (1) Printed cheques and receipt forms in blank and paper 
on which instruments are intended to be written may be forwarded 
to the ‘l'reasurer for stamping with stamps of such denominations as 
the sender may require. 

(2) It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to prepare stamped 
paper on which negotiable instruments may be written and to issue 
and sell the same at any Treasury or District Commissioner’s 
Office. 

5. The proper Oflicer empowered to impress or personally 
supervise the impression of impressed stamps shall be the Treasurer 
or such Officer as may from time to time be empowered in this 
behalf in writing by the Chief Secretary and the Treasurer. 

6. The person to whom any instrument is sent after stamping 
shall be liable to defray the carriage if any chargeable therefor. 


7. When a deed is stamped as a counterpart the amount of 
duty paid on the original may be denoted on such counterpart 
either by an impressed stamp of such design as the Treasurer shall 
determine or by a certificate under the hand of the Treasurer or of 
the Land Officer. 


8. The Stamp Rules, 1912, and 1917, are hereby cancelled.

PROCLAMATION. 
UNDER MARTIAL LAW. 


IT IS HEREBY NOTIFIED that, owing to circumstances arising out of the 
present state of war, all persons other than British subjects who are desirous of pro- 
ceeding to the Occupied Territory of German East Africa for the purpose of undertaking 
missionary or educational work, will, from the date of this Proclamation, be required to. 
obtain permission from the British Authorities to enable them to enter on such work. 


Such permission must be secured before leaving for the intended destination in 
the Occupied Territory. No person, other than a British subject, contemplating 
missionary or educational work will ordinarily be permitted to proceed to, or to land in, 
the Occupied Territory until his application has been referred to and approved by His 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


Applications for the necessary permission should be made on forms which may 
be obtained from His Majesty's Representative in the country in which the applicant 
resides, or from the Colonial Oftice, Downing Street, London. 
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The intention of this arrangement is in no way to discourage the important work 
which is being done by many Missions of non-British nationality, The British authori- 
ties will continue to welcome missionaries of Societies which bear an honourable record 
of good faith towards the British Governinent. But experience has shewn that some 
safeguards are necessary to ensure that individuals desiring to work as missicnaries are 
not in active sympathy with the enemies of the British Empire, or lacking in goodwill 
towards the Government of the country in which they propose to teach.

Relating to Trading with certain Persons of Enemy 
Nationality interned in Neutral Countries. 


GEORGE R.1. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that transactions between British 
subjects and persons of enemy nationality who have been removed 
from Our Dominions and are interned in neutral countries should 
be restricted in manner hereinafter provided : 


Now, therefore, We, by and with the advice of Our Privy 
Council, think fit to declare, and it is hereby declared, as follows :— 


1. The Proclamations for the time being in force relating to 
‘Trading with the Enemy shall, as from the date of this Proclama- 
tion, apply to any persons of enemy nationality who have been 
removed from any part of Our Dominions for the purpose of being 
interned in and are interned in any neutral country, in the same 
manner as they apply to persons resident or carrying on business 
in an enemy country. 


2. Nothing in this Proclamation shall be taken to prohibit 
anything which may be specially permitted by Our licence or by 
a licence given on Our behalf by the Lords Commissioners of 
Our Treasury or the Board of Trade. 


3. This Proclamation may be cited as the Trading with the 
Enemy (Enemy Subjects interned in Neutral Countries) Proclama- 
tion, 1917. 


Given at Our Court at Buckingham Palace, this Twenty- 
seventh day of November, in the year of our Lord One thousand 
nine hundred and seventeen, and in the Highth year of Our Reign.

PROCLAMATION. 
NATIVE COURTS IN BUSOGA. 


IN EXERCISE of the powers conferred upon me in that 
behalf by The Courts Ordinance, 1911, I hereby declare and 
proclaim as follows :— 


1. This Proclamation may be cited as “ The Busoga Native 
Courts Proclamation, 1918.” 


2. In this Proclamation the term “Native of the District” 
includes any native of the Protectorate who has been resident in 
the District for a period of at least five years, and the term 
“Native of the Protectorate” includes any native of any tribe on 
the confines of the Protectorate, who has been resident in the 
Protectorate for a period of at least one year, and also includes any 
Sudanese or Nubian without any restriction as to period of 
residence. :

3. The following Native Courts have been established in 
Busoga with powers and jurisdiction following, réz.:— 


A. Tue Courr or THE LeKixo consisting of a committee 
of any seven or more members of the  Lukiko — presided 
over at each sitting by such member of the Court as may be 
elected by it to be President for such sitting; with jurisdiction in 
Busoga, save as hereinafter provided, to hear and decide :— 


(1) Allcases in which a native of the District is accused 
of an offence, except when the complainant is not a 
native of the District. 

(2) All civil cases between natives of the District. 

(3) Appeals from the Courts of the Abamasaza and the Jinja 
Native Court. 


B. Tue Courrs or rom Apamasaza, as set forth in’ the 
Schedule hereto, presided over by the Saza Chief of the 
county, or his Deputy (Mubaka) . sitting with any two or more of 
the Sub-Chiefs of the Saza or failing them with any two or more 
of the wise men or elders of the Sava, with jurisdiction in’ the 
Saza, except as hereinafter provided, to hear and decide :— 


(1) All cases in which a native of the Distriet is accused 
with an offence other than an offence punishable with 
death or transportation for life, except when the com- 
plainant is not a native of the District; provided always 
that no greater punishment than six months’ rigorous 
imprisonment, or fine of Rs. 40 or whipping of 24 lashes 
shall be imposed by a Saza Court. 

(2) All civil cases between natives of the District in which 
the amount or value of the subject matter in dispute 
does not exceed Rs. 200. 


(3) Appeals from the Courts of the Sub-Chiefs. 


Provided that the Court of the Saza Chief of the County of 
Bugabula shall not have any jurisdiction, original or appellate, in 
cases arising in the area of the Court of the Mutuba VI. of the 
Saza, and that the Court of the Saza Chief of the County of 
Luuka shall not have any jurisdiction, original or appellate, in 
cases arising in the area of the Court of the Mutuba III. of the 
Saza. 


C. Tse Courts of THE Sus-Cuirrs as set forth in the 
Schedule hereto, each presided over by the Sub-Chief or his 
Deputy (Mubaka); sitting with any two or more of the officials of 
the Sub-Chief or, failing them, any two or more of the wise men 
or elders of the District of the Sub-Chief, with jurisdiction in the 
administrative area of the Sub-Chief, except as hereinafter 
mentioned, to hear and decide : 

(1) All cases in which a native of the District is accused of 

an offence other than an offence punishable with death 
or transportation for life, except when the complainant 
is not a native of the District; provided always that 
no sentence of imprisonment and no greater punishment 
than fine of Rs. 10 or whipping of 10 lashes shall be 
imposed by a Sub-Chief’s Court. 

(2) All civil cases between natives of the District in which 

the amount or value of the subject matter in dispute 
does not exceed Rs. 50. 


D. Tur Jinsa Native Covurt, consisting of any three or 
more Saza Chiefs or Sub-Chiefs of ‘the District or their Deputies 
(Babaka) presided over at each sitting by such Saza Chief or 
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Deputy (Mubaka) of a Saza Chief as may be elected by the Court 
to be President for such sitting, provided that at least one Saza 
Chief or his Deputy (Mubaka) shall be present at every sitting ; 
with jurisdiction, save as hereinafter provided, to hear and decide :— 


(1) All civil cases in the Township of Jinja between natives 
of the District in which the amount or value of the 
subject matter in dispute does not exceed Rs. 200/-. 

(2) All cases civil and criminal, and all appeals which would 
be within the jurisdiction of the Courts of the Saza Chiefs 
of the Counties of Bugabula and Luuka respectively if it 
were not for the proviso to paragraph 3 B. of this 
Proclamation. 


4. The following cases shall be tried by British Courts, under 
and subject to the provisions of The Courts Ordinance, 1911, 
provided always that any such Court nay, on the application of the 
District Commissioner, refer any such case which it has juris- 
diction to try for hearing by a Native Court where all the parties 
are natives of the District :— 


(1) All cases in which a person is charged with an offence in 
consequence of which death has resulted 

(2) All offences committed in the Township of Jinja. 

(3) Civil and criminal cases in which the accused, the 
complainant or any of the parties are regularly employed 
in Government service or are Sudanese or Nubians. 

(4) All breaches, which are punishable as offences, of any 
special law (¢.g., Arms, Game, Forest, Fiscal, Mining, etc.), 
provided, however, that the Native Courts shall have 
concurrent jurisdiction without the reference aforesaid in 
cases relating to Poll Tax or Gun Tax, where the accused 
is a native of the District, other than a Sudanese or 
Nubian. 


(5) Any case which has been ordered to be tried by a British 
Court under paragraph 8 or 9 (a) hereof or which may be 
transferred for hearing to a British Court by the Lukiko 
at the request of a Native or British Court. 


EXPLANATION :—Natives of the Gulu, Chua, and West Nile Districts are not 
included in the expression ‘ Sudanese or Nubians.” 


5. The High Court shall hear and decide all causes in Busoga 
between natives of the District of a like nature to the causes which 
would come before the said Court in the exercise of its jurisdiction 
under the Divorce Ordinance, 1904, or under Section 19 of The 
Uganda Muhammadan Marriage and Divorce Ordinance, 1906. 


6. For the purpose of record the Native Courts shall make 
such returns to the Court under whose supervision they are, as 
may be directed. by such Court or prescribed by Rule. 


7. The Native Courts shall conform with such procedure, 
practice and rules as may be from time to time specially or 
generally prescribed by the High Court and until any such 
procedure, practice or rules have been prescribed the said Courts 
shall exercise their jurisdiction according to the procedure and 
practice heretofore followed by them, subject to any directions 
which the Native or British Supervisory Court may from time to 
time give. 


8. The Native Courts shall not issue process to compel the 
appearance of any person over whoin they have no jurisdiction, but 
should the evidence of such a person be required by any of the said 
Courts which it is unable to secure without the issue of process, it 
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shall report the matter to the Court under whose supervision it is, 
and that Court may either (a) issue process to compel the 
appearance of the witness before the said Court, or (b) make such 
orders either to take evidence before itself or on commission, as 
may be necessary to secure its production before the said Court, or 
(c) transfer the case for hearing or enquiry before the appropriate 
British Court. 


9. The following British Courts shall have the below- 
mentioned powers of supervision over Native Courts, which shall 
be exercised in accordance with the provisions of The Courts 
Ordinance, 1911: 


(a) A District Commissioner, or at his request, subject to 
any direction of the High Court, any other Magistrate having 
jurisdiction in the District shall exercise the following powers 
of supervision over the Native Courts, other than the Court of the 
Lukiko :— 


(1) Power to call for records or to make any enquiry as to 
proceedings. 


(2) Power to stay all proceedings where they appear illegal 
or improper, or where the sentence is excessive or 
inhumane. 


(3) Power to direct the re-hearing of any case by the Court 
whose proceedings are being supervised, or to refer the 
case for revision to the next highest Native Court. 


(4) Power, in any case in which it appears that the Court 
has no jurisdiction, to annul the proceedings and refer 
the case for hearing to a Court having jurisdiction. 


(5) Power to revise the proceedings of the Court of the 
Lukiko. 


(6) The High Court shall have power :— 


(1) If for any special reason it considers it advisable so to do, 
to exercise any of the powers vested in a District 
Commissioner, under this Proclamation, and 


(2) To revise any of the proceedings of any of the British 
Courts having jurisdiction hereunder. 


10. The following Proclamations relating to Native Courts in 
Busoga are hereby superseded and cancelled accordingly, but 
without prejudice always to anything lawfully done thereunder or 
to the conduct of any proceedings pending at the date of the 
publication of this Proclamation, viz. :—

and 1918. 


RULES. 
THE PRODUCE DEALERS’ RULES, 1918. 


’ 1. THESE RULES may be cited as “ The Produce Dealers’ 
: Rules, 1918,” and shall come into force on the first day of April, 
1918. 


: 2. These Rules relate only to the following kinds of produce:— 

(a) Trees and plants which yield rubber or gutta percha 
in any form and the leaves bark latex and other produce thereof 
: in any form other than manufactured goods. 

(b) Coffee bearing plants and the seeds and fruit thereof 
in any form other than ground or roasted coffee. 

(c) Cocoa plants and trees and the seeds and pods thereof 
other than cocoa yround and ready for immediate consumption. 


(d) Tea plants and cuttings and seeds. 
(¢) Any other kinds of produce to which they may be 
et extended by Notice in the Gazette. 


“Deal” means to purchase, take in exchange or barter or 
otherwise receive. 


| ; “ Licensee ” means holder of a licence under these Rules. 
ie “Treat” means to subject to any process whatsoever. 

: 3. It shall not be lawful for any person unless duly licensed 
’ in that behalf :— 


(1) To deal in produce ; 
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(2) To keep any factory or place for the purpose of treating 
or storing produce other than such as has been grown or 
produced on land in his own occupation or under his 
management and control ; Provided that alicence to pur- 
chase produce shall include a right to keep a place for the 
treatment and storage thereof to be named in such licence; 
Provided also that any person may purchase or receive 
coffee in reasonable quantities for his own domestic use or 
seeds and plants for planting in his own plantation. 
This rule applies to forwarding agents who receive produce 
for transinission but does not apply to any Government 
Railway or Steamer Administration. 


4, Licences shall be issued by the District Cominissioner of 
the place in respect of which the licence is applied for. ‘Che District 
Commissioner may in his discretion refuse the issue of a licence to 
any individual or cancel any licence at any time. 


5. Licences shall run from the 1st of January in each year to 
the 31st of December following; Provided that the Governor may on 
cause shown allow a person applying for a licence after the first 
quarter of any financial year to obtain the same on payinent of a 
part of the annual fee proportional to the number of quarters of 
the year then unexpired. 


6. The District Commissioner may on cause shown :— 

(1) Allow a licence to be transferred from any one person 
to any other person; Provided that any such transfer 
shall not involve a change of place or building. 

(2) Allow a licensee to have his licence transferred so as to 
apply to a different place or building from that in respect 
to which it was originally granted. 


7. (1) A licence shall be in the form given in the Schedule 
hereto and the annual fee therefor shall be the sum of Rs. 30. 

(2) The District Commissioner inay in his discretion endorse 
any licence with a certificate to the following effect :— 


“The holder of this licence being in possession of suitable 
“machinery and plant for the treatment of wet rubber is 
“authorised to receive wet rubber at the premises 
“ described herein.” 


8. Every licence shall be subject to the following conditions:— 

(a) The licensee shall not take delivery of any produce 
purchased or received by him except at the place or building 
described in his licence. Provided that a licensee who has 
purchased produce by sample may take delivery thereof with 
his own transport at the place where such produce was grown. 

(b) He shall keep the licence posted in a prominent 
position in such place or building. 

(c) He shall at all times allow the inspection of such 
building or place and of the produce therein by any Govern- 
ment Administrative or Agricultural Officer or European 
Police Officer. 

9. (1) Every licensee shall keep books of account in which 
shall be entered day by day the following particulars concerning 
all purchases, sales, shipments, receipts and consignments — of 
produce :—- 

(a) The date of parchase, sale, consignment or receipt. 

(b) The name and address of the purchaser, seller, 
consignor or consignee or other party. 


r, 
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(c) The weight and description of the produce so dealt 
with. 

(d) Particulars sufficient to identify the land upon which 
such produce was grown or produced except in the case of 
receipt from another licensed dealer. 

(e) In the case of produce purchased or received from 
any carrier or porter the marks if any of the bags or packages 
in which the same may be contained and the name of the 
headman in charge.

+ Nore (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the 
List has more than one address in the country or group of 
countries under which the name of the person or frm 
appears, all dealings in that country or in any country ia 
the group with such person or firm are prohibited, even in 
cases where one only of the addresses or one only of the 
countries is specifically mentioned. 


Nore (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading 
with the Enemy Proclamations of 25th June and 10b 
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November, 1915, with any person or firm of enemy nationality 
resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, Persia, 
Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or 
firms in the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from 
trading with any person or firm of enemy nationality in any 
of those countries, even though such person or firm is not 
mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 


Nore (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any 
inconvenience which may be caused to British traders by 
the dislocation of export trade owing to the inclusion in the 
Statutory List of a former connection, the Foreign Trade 
Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for 
firms mentioned in the Statutory List. A considerable 
amount of information is already available at the Foreign 
Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible to 
suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes without the 
necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Department 
is however, prepared, on application, to enquire of His 
Majesty's Representatives abroad for the names of suitatle 
substitutes. When the applicant wishes this done by 
telegraph he is required to undertake to pay the cost of 
telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants, in 
making enquiries, would specify the particular trade or 
trades for which substitutes are required.

PASSPORT REGULATIONS FOR SOUTH 


Note (5).—The Statutory List for each country is 
telegraphed, on the day of issue, to His Majesty's Represen- 
tative in that country, who is instructed to notify 
accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the 
List. Persons and firms in the United Kingdom with 
agencies or branches abroad would, however, be well advised 
to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of the List 
as they appear. The Lists for all countries in Central or 
South America are also telegraphed to His Majesty's 
Ambassador at Washington, who transmits them to His 
Majesty's Consul-General at New York and to other 
centres in the United States likely to be interested. 


* Note (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and 
the Netherland East Indies to be registered under names 
commencing with descriptive terms such as ‘* Handel 
Maatschappy’’ (Trading Company) or ‘* Naamlooze 
Venootschap ’’ (Limited Liability Company). In such 
cases it has been found more convenient to publish the 
finn under its proper name, followed by the general 
descriptive term ‘* Handel Maatschappy '’ or ‘‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap’’ (N.V.), asin the case of an English com- 
pany. For instance, Handel Maatschappy van den Berg &

Cotton shall be sold. 


(l5TxH Aprit, 1918.] 
Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The Cotton Short Title. 
(War Prices Amendment) Ordinance, 1918,” and shall 
be read as one with “The Cotton (War Prices) 
Ordinance, 1918,” hereinafter referred to as the 
Principal Ordinance. 

2. Without prejudice to the provisions of the Prices paid for 
Principal Ordinance as to the prices at which Seed sie of Seed 
Cotton shall be purchased from the grower thereof it Ginner. 
is hereby enacted that no person shall sell or purchase 
any Seed Cotton at prices in excess of 15 per centum 
above the prices fixed under the Principal Ordinance 
for the locality in which the same was grown. 


8. When prior to this Ordinance any person has Rescission of 
made any contract for the sale or purchase or delivery °°" 
of Seed Cotton then such contract shall be deemed to 
be rescinded in so far as the same has not been 
performed and when any money has been paid or 
consideration given for the future performance of any 
such contract the person liable therefor shall be entitled 
to the proportionate consideration in respect of so much 
of the said contract as he shall have performed but shall 
not be liable to any action or demand in respect of so 
much of the said performance as is prevented by this 
Ordinance. 

4. No person not being the owner or manager of Last dates for 
a Ginnery shall have in his possession any Seed Cotton belding cotton. 
after the following dates, namely :— 


In the Eastern Province ... June 30th 

In the rest of the Protectorate —.... July 31st 
or such later dates as may be fixed by Notice in the 
Gazette.

PROCLAMATION. 


I, ROBERT THORNE CORYNDON, Companion of the 
Most Distinguished Order of Saint Michael and Saint George, 
Governor and Comimander-in-Chief of the Uganda Protectorate, 
hereby cancel the Proclamation under the above-mentioned 
Ordinances of the 13th June, 1908, and the 26th September, 1913, 
and in lieu thereof I declare that Bombo shall be a Cantonment 
for the purposes of the said Ordinances and that the limits of such 
Cantonment shall be as follows :— 

BOUNDARY OF BOMBO CANTONMENT. 
SirvatTep In THE County or BuLEMeEzt. 

Starting from a cairn near the source of the River Nabayego 
the boundary follows the thalweg of that river in a westerly 
direction to its junction with the River Lumansi, thence it proceeds 
in a northerly direction and follows the thalweg of the River 
Lumansi to its junction with the River Lutabakade, thence it 
follows the thalweg of the River Lutabakade in a southerly 
direction to its junction with the River Mpakawera, thence it 
follows the thalweg of the River Mpakawera to a cairn about 525 
feet distant from the most westerly corner of the Namaliga Roman 
Catholic Mission Plot, thence it runs in a straight line to a cairn 
at the western corner of the said plot thence for a distance of about 
1,554 feet along the south-western boundary to the cairn at the 
southern corner thereof and is then continued in the same straight 
line for a distance of about 100 feet till it cuts the native track 
which it follows in a southerly direction for a distance of about 
800 feet to its junction with the Degeya Road, thence along the 
Degeya Road for a distance of about 350 feet in a south-westerly 
direction to its junction with the road leading to Kisingiri's Embuga, 
thence along the latter road for a distance of about 675 feet to its 
junction with the native path leading to Namaliga Native Anglican 
Church Mailo, thence along the latter path for a distance of about 
825 feet to the cairn at the north-eastern corner of the said Mailo, 
thence along the eastern boundary of the said Mailo for a distance 
of about 655 feet, thence in a straight line for a distance of about 
1,387 feet to its point of commencement.

THE STAGE PLAYS AND CINEMATOGRAPH 
EXHIBITIONS ORDINANCE, 1912. 


RULES. 
THE THEATRE RULES, 1918, 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Theatre Rules, 
1918.” 

2. The Licensing Authority for the purpose of Licensing 
Stage Plays and Cinematograph Exhibitions under Sections 3 to 6 
inclusive of the above-mentioned Ordinance shall be the Provincial 
Commissioner, Kampala, or during his absence from Kampala the 
Senior Administrative Officer in residence. 
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3. A licence for a theatre shall be valid for one year or less 
in the discretion of the District Commissioner. The application 
therefor shall be made in writing and shall state whether the theatre 
will be used for Cinematugraph Exhibitions or not. The applicant 
shall furnish such other information or plans as the District 
Commissioner may require before issuing the licence. 

4. A licence for a theatre for Cinematograph Exhibitions 
may be refused if the building and its arrangements do not conform 
to the regulations set forth in the First Schedule hereto. Such 
regulations shall be the terms and conditions upon which the 
licence is granted and shall be binding on the licensee except in so 
far as they shall be expressly varied by writing on the licence. 

5. In any case where the District Commissioner considers it 
expedient to do so he may employ an expert architect or engineer 
suitably qualified to advise him before issuing a licence for a 
theatre. The expert’s fee for advising and inspecting not exceeding 
Rs. 75 shall be payable by the applicant whether the licence is 
granted or not. 

6. The fees prescribed in the Second Schedule hereto shall be 
chargeable on the issue of licences. 

7. Licences may be in the form prescribed in the Third 
Schedule hereto with such variations as the Licensing Authority 
or the District Commissioner may see fit to authorise. Each 
licence shall be kept in the theatre during any exhibitions to which 
it relates and produced on demand of any European Police Officer 
or person authorised by the District Commissioner.

FIRST SCHEDULE. 
Regulations for Cinematograph Theatres. 


GENERAL. 

1. In these regulations the word “building” shall be deemed to 
include any booth, tent, or similar structure. 

2. No building shall be used for cinematograph or other similar 
exhibitions to which the Ordinance applies, unless it be provided with an 
adequate number of clearly indicated exits so placed and maintained as 
readily to afford the audience ample means of safe egress. 

The seating in the building shall be so arranged as not to interfere 
with free access to the exits; and the gangways and the staircases, and the 
passages leading to the exits, shall, during the presence of the public in 
the building, be kept clear of obstructions. 

3. The cinematograph operator and all persons responsible for or 
employed in or in connection with the exhibition shall take all due 
precautions for the prevention of accidents, and shall abstain from any act 
whatever which tends to cause fire and is not reasonably necessary for the 
purpose of the exhibition. 


FIRE APPLIANCES. 


4. Fire appliances adequate for the protection of the building shall 
be provided, and shall include at least the following, namely, a damp 
blanket, two buckets of water, and a bucket of dry sand. In a building 
used habitually for the purpose of cinematograph or other similar exhibi- 
tions they shall also include a sufficient number of hand grenades or other 
portable fire-extinguishers. 

The fire appliances shall be so disposed that there shall be sufficient 
means of dealing with fire readily available for use within the enclosure. 
Before the commencement of each performance the cinematograph 
operator shall satisfy himself that the fire appliances intended for use within 
the enclosure are in working order, and during the performance such 
appliances shall be in charge of some person specially nominated for that 
purpose who shall see that they are kept constantly available for use. 
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ENCLOSURES. 
REGULATIONS APPLYING IN ALL CASES AND TO ALL CLASSES OF BUILDINGS. 


5. (1) (a) The cinematograph apparatus shall be placed in an 
enclosure of substantial construction made of or lined internally with 
fire-resisting material and of sufticient dimensions to allow the operator 
to work freely. 

(b) The entrance to the enclosure shall be suitably placed and 
shall be fitted with a self-closing close-fitting door constructed of 
fire-resisting material. 

(c) The openings through which the necessary pipes and cables 
pass into the enclosure shall be efticiently bushed. 

(d) The openings in the front face of the enclosure shall not be 
larger than is necessary for effective projection, and shall not exceed 
two for each lantern. Each such opening shall be fitted with a screen 
of fire-resisting material, which can be released both inside and 
outside the enclosure so that it automatically closes with a close-fitting 
joint. 

(e) The door of the enclosure and all openings, bushes and joints 
shall be so constructed and maintained as to prevent, so far as possible, 
the escape of any smoke into the auditorium. If means of ventilation 
are provided, they shall not be allowed to communicate direct with 
the auditorium. 

(f) If the enclosure is inside the auditorium, either a suitable 
barrier shall be placed round the enclosure at a distance of not less 
than two feet from it, or other effectual means shall be taken to 
prevent the public from coming into contact with the enclosure. 

(g) No unauthorised person shall go into the enclosure or be 
allowed to be within the barrier. 

(ht) No smoking shall at any time be permitted within the barrier 
or enclosure. 

(i) No inflammable article shall unnecessarily be taken into or 
allowed to remain in the enclosure. 


REGULATIONS APPLYING ONLY TO SPECIFIED CLASSES OF BUILDINGS. 


(2) In the case of buildings used habitually for cinematograph or 
other similar exhibitions, the enclosure shall be placed outside the audi- 
torium ; and in the case of permanent buildings used habitually as aforesaid 
the enclosure shall also be permanent. 

Provided, with regard to the foregoing requirements, that, if the District 
Commissioner is of opinion that compliance with either or both of them is 
impracticable or in the circumstances unnecessary for securing safety 
and shall have stated such opinion by express words in the licence, the 
requirement or requirements so specified shall not apply. 


LANTERNS, PROJECTORS AND FILMS. 


6. Lanterns shall be placed on firm supports constructed of fire- 
resisting material, and shall be provided with a metal shutter which can 
be readily inserted between the source of light and the film-gate. 


The film-gate shall be of massive construction and shall be provided 
with ample heat-radiating surface. The passage for the film shall be 
sufficiently narrow to prevent flame travelling upwards or downwards from 
the light-opening. 

7. Cinematograph projectors shall be fitted with two metal film-boxes 
of substantial construction, and not more than fourteen inches in diameter, 
inside measurement, and to and from these the films shall be made to 
travel. The film-boxes shall be made to close in such a manner, and shall 
be fitted with a film-slot so constructed, as to prevent the passage of flame 
to the interior of the box. 


8. Spools shall be chain or gear driven and films shall be wound 
upon spools so that the wound film shall not at any time reach or project 
beyond the edges of the flanges of the spool. 

9. During the exhibition all films when not in use shall be kept in 
closed metal boxes. 

LIGHTING. 


10. Where the general lighting of the auditorium and exits can be 


; controlled from within the enclosure, there shall be also separate and 


independent means of control outside and away from the enclosure. 
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11. No illuminant other than electric light shall be used within 
the lantern. 


12. (a) Within the enclosure the insulating material of all electric 
cables, including ‘‘leads”’ to lamps, shall be covered with fire-resisting 
material. 

(6) There shall be no unnecessary slack electric cable within the 
enclosure. The “leads” to the cinematograph lamp shall, unless 
conveyed within a metal pipe or other suitable casing, be kept well 
apart both within and without the enclosure and shall run so that the 
course of each may be readily traced. 

(c) Cables for cinematograph lamps shall be taken as separate 
circuits from the source of supply and from the supply side of the main 
fuses in the general lighting circuit, and there shall be efficient switches 
and fuses inserted at the point where the supply is taken, and in 


addition, an efficient double-pole switch shall be fitted in the . 


cinematograph lamp circuit inside the enclosure. When the 

cinematograph lamp is working, the pressure of the current across 

the terminals of the double-pole switch inside the enclosure shall not 
exceed 110 volts. 

(d) Resistances shall be made entirely of fire-resisting material, 
and shall be so constructed and maintained that no coil or other part 
shall at any time become unduly heated. All resistances, with the 
exception of a resistance for regulating purposes, shall be placed 
outside the enclosure and, if reasonably practicable, outside the 
auditorium. If inside the auditorium, they shall be adequately 
protected by a wire guard or other efficient means of preventing 
accidental contact. 

The operator shall satisfy ‘himself before the commencement of 
each performance that all cables, leads, connections, and_ resistances 
are in proper working order. The resistances, if not under constant 
observation, shall be inspected at ieast once during each performance. 
If any fault is detected, current shall be immediately switched off, 
and shall remain switched off until the fault has been remedied. 


LICENCES. 


13. Every licence granted under the Ordinance shall imply specific 
conditions for the carrying out of regulations 2 and 5 (1) (a), (), (©), (d), 
(e), (f) in the building for which the licence is granted, and may, in 
accordance with regulation 5 (2), contain an expression of apinion on the 
matters referred to in the proviso thereto. 

14. Subject to the provisions of No. 15 of these regulations, every 
licence granted under the Ordinance shall imply a clause providing for its 
lapse, or, alternatively, for its revocation by the District Commissioner, if 
any alteration is made in the building or the enclosure without his sanction. 

15. Where a licence has been granted under the Ordinance in respect 
of a moveable building, a plan and description of the building certified with 
the approval of the District Commissioner shall be attached to the licence. 
Such a licence may provide that any of the conditions or restrictions 
contained therein may be modified by writing endorsed on the licence. 
The licence and plan and description or any of them shall be produced on 
demand to any European Police Officer or person authorised by the 
District Commissioner.

OVERSEAS SAILOR AND SOLDIER—SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Chairman: Tue Earu or SELBORNE, K.G., G.C.M.G. 
MEMORANDUM. 


There are in the naval and military forces now on active service many 
officers and men from the Colonies and Protectorates who have :— 


(a) Graduated at an Overseas university. 

(b) Had their studies at an Overseas university interrupted by the 
call to serve. 

(c) Passed examinations of university entrance standard, but have 
not attended a university. 

(d) Had practically no education since leaving school at an early 
age, but have developed considerable character and power of thought, 
and would benefit greatly by a course of study at a university. 

(e) Attended technical schools or been engaged in occupations 
demanding a high standard of technical knowledge. 


A number of these men come to England from the fleets at sea, and 
armies in the field, suffering from wounds or sickness, and after a time spent 
in hospital those who are unfit for further active service generally return to 
their own countries. It is believed that many would be glad to avail them- 
selves, before returning to their homes, of the facilities for special education 
afforded by British universities and schools of technology. It has been 
ascertained that the universities and technical schools will welcome such 
men and provide one year courses of study specially designed for all needs. 


It is estimated that a scholarship of the annual value of from £150 
to £250 a year—varying according to the university, college or school 
selected—would amply cover all expenses of a scholar, including tuition and 
other fees, and cost of living. 


A scheme is at present under consideration for providing a considerable 
number of such scholarships. Meanwhile funds have been made available 
to enable selected men, who are now unfit for further service, to attend the 
universities and technical schools. 


Each scholarship will be awarded on the recommendation of the 
Governor of the Colony or Protectorate to which the candidate belongs, upon 
the University, College, or School to which the candidate is proposed agreeing 
to accept him. ‘The scholarships will be paid in quarterly instalments, the 
first on beginning residence at a residential university, college or school, 
or on the date appointed for the commencement of attendance at a non- 
residential university, college or school, and thereafter terminally, provided 
that the university, college, or school to which any scholar may belong be 
satisfied with his work and conduct. Should a scholar fail to give satisfaction 
to his university, college, or school, his scholarship may be withdrawn. 


300H APRIL 


The naval or military status of a scholar will be determined by the 
conditions prescribed by the authorities of the Colony or Protectorate to 
which he belongs, e.g., he may be: 


(1) A retired oflicer or discharged man. 

(2) An officer or man still serving, and 
(a) on leave and in receipt of pay, or 
(J) on leave without pay. 


It is tu be clearly understood that normal university and college 
conditions shall prevail in regard to all scholars, irrespective of naval or 
mnilitary rank or status, Ze. the scholar shall :— 

(a) Be subject to the ordinary rules of university and college 
discipline. 

(b) Follow a course of study approved by the university, college 
or school of which he is a member.

Relating to Trading with the Enemy. 
GEORGE R.I. 


‘WHEREAS it is advisable to amend Our Proclamation of the 
28rd day of May, 1916, called “The Trading with the Enemy 
(Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3:” 


Now, therefore, We have thought fit, by and with the advice 
of Our Privy Council, to issue this Our Royal Proclamation 
declaring, and it is hereby declared, as follows :— 


1. As from the date hereof there shall be inserted in Para- 
graph 5 (a) of the Trading with the Enemy (Statutory List) 
Proclamation, 1916, No. 3, next after the words “Marine Insurance ” 
the words “ or of Fire Insurance.” 


2. As from the date hereof there shall be added, next after 
Paragraph 5 (a) of Our said Proclamation, the following paragraph :— 
(aa) Any person or body of persons, incorporated or unin- 
corporated, resident, carrying on business, or being in the United 
Kingdom, from re-insuring for any Company or Firm, who is 
engaged in any non-enemy Country in the business of Fire 
Insurance, and is not an Enemy Company or Firm, or the branch 
of an Enemy Company or Firm, or mentioned in the Statutory 
List, any fire risk insured by that Company or Firm for any 
person or body of persons mentioned in the Statutory List, if 
and so far as the re-insurance of such risk is obligatory under 
the conditions of any Treaty or Contract of Re-insurance 
current on the 31st day of December, 1917, or under the 
conditions of any renewal or revision of a Treaty of Contract 
of Re-insurance so current, if such renewal or revision has been 
approved by the Controller of the Foreign Trade Department of 
the Foreign Office ;”’ 


3. As from the date hereof there shall be added next after 
Paragraph 5 of Our said Proclamation, the following Paragraphs:— 
“6. Where by any Proclamation for the time being in 
force any paragraphs, or words are directed to be added to, or 
omitted from, this Proclamation, or to be substituted for any 
other paragraphs or words in this Proclamation, or whereby 
any Proclamation, or Order of Council, for the time being in 
force any variation in, or addition to, the Statutory List is 
made, copies of this Proclamation, printed under the authority 
of His Majesty’s Stationery Office after such direction takes 
effect, or after such variation or addition is made may be 
printed with the paragraphs or words added, or omitted 
or substituted for other paragraphs or words, as such direction 
requires, or with such variation in, or addition to, the Statutory 
List ; and this Proclamation shall be construed as if it had, on 
the date at which such direction takes effect, or variation or 
addition is made, been issued with such addition omission, 
substitution or variation as such direction, variation or addition 
requires, and with the paragraphs thereof numbered in accord- 
ance with such direction.” 

“7. A reference in any Order in Council, or other docu- 
ment, to this Proclamation, or, to the Statutory List shall, 
unless the context otherwise requires, be construed to refer to 
this Proclamatiun, or to the Statutory List as amended by any 
Proclamation or Order of Council for the time being in force.” 
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4. As from the date hereof Paragraph 6 of Our said 
Proclamation shall be numbered 8, and the figures and letters 
“1916, No. 3” omitted therefrom. 

5. This Proclamation shall be read as one with the Trading 
with the Enemy (Statutory List) Proclamation, 1916, No. 3.

The following Draft Ordinances, about to be submitted to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies for consideration, are published 
for general information :— 


An Ordinance to amend the Law relating to the 
Registration of Firearms. 


[1sr JANUARY, 1919. 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Arms Short title. 

(Amendment) Ordinance, 1918,” and shall be read as 
one with the Uganda Arms Ordinance, 1906, (herein- 
after referred to as the Principal Ordinance,) the Uganda 
Arms (Amendment) Ordinance, 1907, and the Uganda 
Arms (Amendment) Ordinance, 1911, and all the said 
Ordinances may be cited collectively as the Arms 
Ordinances, 1906 to 1918. 


2. This Ordinance shall come into force on the Commence. 
1st day of January, 1919. aaa 

3. Section 3 of the Principal Ordinance is repealed Amendment of 
and the following Section substituted therefor :— Seen ot 

“3. (1) Before a permit for withdrawal for use 

in the Protectorate is granted every complete fire-

attend, or attending shall neglect or refuse to furnish 
any information required as aforesaid, shall, on 
conviction, be liable to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty rupees or to imprisonment for a term 
not exceeding two months. 


9. Whenever any person shall make default in the 
payment of the tax due and payable by him any 
Magistrate having jurisdiction in the district or place 
in which the person in default is for the time being 
staying or residing, may issue a summons directing the 
defaulter to attend before him, at a time to be named 
in the summons, to show cause why he should not be 
ordered to pay the amount due as a judgment debt. 


10. If a summons for enabling a defaulter to show 
cause as mentioned in the last preceding Section is 
issued, it shall be lawful for the Magistrate on the date 
nailed in the suminons or at any other date to which 
the hearing may be adjourned, to order him to pay into 
Court the amount of the unpaid tax, and such costs 
and expenses as are for this purpose from time to time 
fixed by the Governor, or to order him to pay into Court 
any part of such amount which the Magistrate may 
deem the defaulter able to pay or arrange for paying, 
within seven days of the order or within such extended 
time as may be determined by the Magistrate, and 
either in a lump sum or by instalments. 


11. (1) Ifthe person summoned as aforesaid fails 
to comply with the summons without lawful excuse 
or if he makes default in payment into Court in the 
manner aforesaid, it shall be lawful for theMagistrate 
to commit such person to prison, without hard labour, 
for a term not exceeding six weeks or until payment of 
the sum ordered to be paid (if paid before the expiration 
of such term): Provided that no such committal shall 
be ordered for default in payment as aforesaid unless it 
be proved to the satisfaction of the Magistrate that the 
person making default either has, or has had since the 
date of the order the means to pay the sum in respect 
of which he has made default, and has refused or 
neglected, or refuses and neglects, to pay the same. 


(2) Proof of the means of the person making 
default may be given in such manner as the Magistrate 
thinks just, and, for the purpose of such proof, the 
debtor and any witnesses nay be summoned and their 
attendance enforced by the same processes as in cases 
in which the Magistrate has jurisdiction in civil matters, 
and such debtor and witnesses may be exainined on oath. 
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(3) Every order of committal under this Section 
shall be issued, obeyed, and executed in manner similar to 
commitments by a Court in the exercise of jurisdiction 
in civil cases. 

(4) Imprisonment under this Section shall not 
operate as a satisfaction or extinguishment of the 
judgment. 

(5) The amount of any tax due and unpaid, and 
the sum (if any) ordered to be paid for costs and expenses 
under Section 10, may at any time, be levied by the 
attachment and sale, under the orders of a Magistrate, 
of the moveable property of the defaulter in like manner 
as if the same were payable under a decree of a Civil 
Court, and a Magistrate is hereby empowered to issue 
such order either on his own motion or on the application 
of any District Commissioner. 


12. In the event of the defaulter paying the whole 
amount ordered to be paid as aforesaid and the cost and 
expenses of or in connection with any attachment 
ordered, the Magistrate, if a District Commissioner, 
shall grant to the person paying a receipt in the 
prescribed form for the amount of the tax paid, or, if 
not a District Commissioner, shall remit to a District 
Commissioner the amount so paid after deducting there- 
from such part thereof as may represent the Court costs, 
and the District Commissioner on the receipt of such 
sum shall grant to the person who shall have paid the 
same a receipt in the prescribed form. 

13. (1) A District Cominissioner may, at any 
time, require any Non-Native to produce the receipt 
granted to such Non-Native for the payment of the tax 
last payable and a District Commissioner may retain 
any receipt produced for such time as he may consider 
necessary for the purpose of identifying the person named 
therein with the person producing the same. 


(2) A District Commissioner may require any 
Non-Native who refuses or neglects to produce his receipt 
when requested to furnish him with information as to 
the office at which he has paid his tax last payable, and 
with such further information as the District Com- 
missioner may require for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether such Non-Native has paid such tax. 


(83) Any Non-Native, who without lawful excuse, 
shall neglect or refuse to produce his receipt when 
required as aforesaid, or who, having failed or refused to 
produce his receipt, shall fail to furnish the information 
which may be required of him under the preceding Sub- 
section, shall, on conviction, be liable to a fine not 
exceeding seventy-five rupees or to imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding one month. 


(4) Evidence of the non-production of a receipt 
for the payment of a tax upon requisition being made 
as aforesaid shall, in and for the purpose of any proceed- 
ings for the recovery of such tax, be primd facie evidence 
that the tax has not been paid. 

(5) Any Non-Native who, being required by a 
District Commissioner to produce his receipt, shall 
produce a receipt granted to some other person, or, who, 
having failed or refused to produce his receipt, shall

8. (1) When a person dies being a member of a 
partnership carrying on business in Uganda, the 
surviving partner or partners shall, so soon as possible 
and in no case later than two wonths after the death, 
furnish to the Administrator-General a full and true 
statement of the affairs of the partnership at the time 
of the death, provided that when no surviving partner 
is in the Protectorate at the time of the death such 
stateinent shall be furnished within not later than two 
months after the arrival of any partner within the 
Protectorate. 

(2) Such stateinent shall contain :— 

(a) Particulars, including values, of the freehold 

and leasehold property of the partnership. 

(6) Particulars of cash of the partnership in hand 
or in bank. 

(c) Particulars of the book and other debts of the 
partnership shewing the names and addresses 
of debtors. 

(dq) Particulars of the stock-in-trade, plant, 
machinery, fittings and all other personal 
estate whatsoever of the partnership not 
included under the foregoing headings. 

(e) Particulars of the liabilities of the partner- 
ship with the names and addresses of the 
creditors. 

Such other particulars as the Administrator- 
General upon reasonable notice may require. 

(8) Any person failing to comply with the pro- 
visions of this section shall be guilty of an offence and 
liable to imprisonment of either description for any 
period not exceeding six months or to a fine not 
exceeding seven hundred and fifty rupees or to both. 

9. When any person dies leaving property in 
the Protectorate the Administrator-General may 
apply to the High Court for probate or letters of 
administration (as the case requires) in the following 
cases, viz :— 

(a) When the deceased has left a will appointing 

the Administrator-General his executor. 
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(6) When the deceased has left a will, but has 
failed to appoint an executor. 

(c) When the deceased has left a will and the 
executor named therein has pre-deceased 
the testator or renounced probate, or made a 
written request to the Administrator- 
General to act in his place. 

(7) When the deceased has died intestate as to 
his property in the Protectorate. 


And if no person to whom the High Court would 
have jurisdiction to commit adiinistration has within 
one month after the death applied for probate or letters 
of administration the Adiministrator-General shall, 
within a reasonable time after he has had notice of the 
death of any such person, or the death has come to his 
knowledge, apply to the High Court for probate or 
letters of administration (as the case requires). 


10. Any person may appoint the Administrator- 
General to be executor of his will. 


11. When any person dies leaving property within 
the Protectorate the Adiministrator-General, or any 
District Commissioner within whose District any such 
property may be, may, when he shall deem it advisable 
for the protection of such property, take possession 
thereof without any order of the High Court, but shall 
not deal with such property, otherwise than may be 
urgently necessary, before grant of probate or letters of 
administration.

testamentary expense and be payable out of the estate 
of the deceased whether such estate be administered by 
the Administrator-General or any other person. 


13. Upon such application the High Court may 
grant probate or letters of administration (as the case 
may be) to the Administrator-General accordingly ;

is satisfied that the estate or any portion thereof might 
otherwise be purloined, lost, destroyed or damaged or 
that great expense would be incurred by delay in the 
matter the aforesaid notice of intention to apply may be 
dispensed with. 


14. Where probate of the will or letters of adminis- 
tration of the estate of a deceased person is or are 
granted to the Administrator-General all the property 
of the said deceased person and the rights and duties of 
an executor or administrator in relation thereto as the 
case may be shall vest in the Administrator-General as 
holder of the office of Administrator-General. 


15. (1) At any time after grant of probate or 
letters of administration to the Administrator-General 
under this Ordinance or of the making of an order under 
section twenty of this Ordinance, any person to whom 
the High Court might have committed administration 
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if no such grant or order had been made may apply to 
the High Court for revocation of such grant or order 
and for grant to himself of probate or letters of 
administration; but no such application shall be made 
until seven days after notice of intention to make it 
shall have been given to the Administrator-General ;

16. The Administrator-General shall make a 
complete inventory of every estate of which adininistra- 
tion is committed to him, and shall keep an account of 
all receipts, payments and dealings with every such 
estate; and he shall retain all letters received and copies 
of all letters written by him. 


17. (1) In every case where administration shall 
have been committed to him the Administrator-General 
shall cause a Notice to be published in the Gazette 
calling upon creditors and others to send in to him 
their claims against the estate on or before the date 
mentioned in such notice, which shall not be less than 
one month after the date of the publication of such 
notice. 


(2) At the expiration of the time mentioned in 
such notice for sending in such claims the Administrator- 
General shall be at liberty to distribute the assets or

PROCLAMATION. 


I. I HEREBY REMOVE the names of the following 
animals from the Third Schedule to the above-mentioned 
Ordinance, viz.:— 

(a) All species of Antelopes occurring therein. 

(6) Warthog. 

II. The above paragraph of this Proclamation shall apply 
only to the following areas provided that such arcas may be varied 
from time to time by Notice in the Gazette, viz.i— 

(1) In Entebbe District— 

The parts of the Counties of Busiro and Mawokota lying 
to the North of the Kampala—Fort Portal main road. 

(2) In Mengo District— 

The part of the County of Busuju lying to the North 
of the Kampala—Fort Portal main road. 

(3) In Mubendi District— 

(a) The part of the Gombolola of the Sabagabu of Singo 
lying to the South of the Mati River. 

(6) The Gombolola of the Musale of Singo. 

(c) The part of the Gombolola of the Mumyuka of 
Singo lying to the South of the Mati and Kingamere 
Rivers. 

(d@) The part of the Gombolola of the Sabadu of Singo 
lying to the North of the Kampala—Fort Portal main 
road. 

(e) The Gombolola of the Muinyuka of Bwekula. 

(4). In Toro District— 

The part of the District lying to the North of the 
Kampala—Fort Portal and Fort Portal—Semliki 
main roads. 

III. Nothing in this Proclamation shall be construed to 
authorise any person to export from the Protectorate for sale or 
within the Protectorate to sell or purchase or offer or expose for 
sale any head, horn, bone, skin, flesh or any other part of any of 
the above-mentioned animals killed in any part of the Protectorate 
other than the areas to which paragraph I. of this Proclamation 
applies or killed in the Protectorate prior to the date hereof. 

IV. I hereby direct that the Proclamation of the 13th June, 
1914, removing Buffalo from the said Schedule shall apply until 
further notice to the following areas, viz.:— 

(1) The Gombolola of the Sabadu of Singo and the part of the 
Gombolola of the Mumyuka of Singo lying to the West of the 
Mityana—Hoima main road. 

(2) The part of the District of Toro lying to the North of the 
Kampala—Fort Portal and Fort Portal—Semliki main roads. 

(3) The area within the following boundary, viz.:— 

Starting from Fort Portal the boundary follows the Fort 
Portal—Kampala main road Eastwards as far as the Munobwa

TRADES) ORDINANCE, 1916. 


RULES. 
THE FACTORIES RULES, 1918. 


Parr I.—Tue Factories Boarp. 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Factories Rules, 
1918,” and shall come into force on the first day of June, 1918. 


2. In these Rules, the words— 


“The Board”? means the Factories Board hereinafter estab- 
lished ; 


“To erect” includes to set up a new building and to adapt or 
convert an existing building not previously so used to the 
purposes of a factory or of a building appurtenant thereto ; 


“ Factory ” means any building or place in which cotton or 
cotton seed is treated by power machinery. 


” 


“Inspecting Officer’ means any person deputed by the Board 
to execute any duty or power under these Rules. 


3. The Factories Board shall consist of the Director of Public 
Works, the Director of Agriculture, the ‘Medical Sanitary Officer 
who shall be Executive Officer, or their representatives and such 
other persons not exceeding two as the Governor may appoint. 


Before proceeding to business the members present shall elect 
a Chairman. 


At any meeting of the Board three members shall form a 
quorum and a copy of the minutes signed by the Chairman of that 
or any subsequent meeting shall be the only necessary evidence of 
any act or decision of the Board. 


Part II.—Ruvutes as to New Factortss. 


4. Every person intending to erect any factory or building 
appurtenant to a factory shall make an application to the Board in 
writing for a permit and furnish the Board with— 


(a) Drawings shewing elevation, sections and plans of 
every floor of every building drawn to a scale of not less than 
one inch to every eight feet and shewing the position form 
materials and dimensions of the several parts of such building 
and of every closet or latrine, dwelling-house, store or other 
building intended to be used in connection therewith and the 
position form arrangement and dimensions of any machinery 
intended to be placed therein; and 


(b) A block plan dae to a scale of not less than one 
inch to every forty feet shewing the position of all buildings 
and appurtenances proposed to be erected on the plot and of 
those already existing or intended to be used or occupied in 
connection with the factory, and 

(c) Such other information in writing, plans, drawings 
or documents as the Board may require. 


5. Ali drawings and plans shall be furnished in duplicate and 
signed; one set shall be signed on every sheet by the person 
intending to erect the factory and shall when furnished become the 
Property of the Board.

6. All buildings hereafter to be erected on a factory plot or 
for use in connection with a factory shall comply with the following 
provisions except where the Board for reasons to be recorded 
approves of any variation therefrom :— 


(a) They shall be designed and constructed generally in 
accordance with the recognized English practice so far as shall 
be necessary to secure safety to the approval of the Board. 

(b) The foundation shall be of cement or lime concrete 
or of masonry set in cement or lime mortar, carried to a depth 
of not less than eighteen inches below ground level. 


The strength of the concrete or mortar shall be not 
less than the following :— 


Concrete. 
One part cement, four parts clean sharp sand, eight 
parts stone broken to pass in any direction through 
a two inches ring; or 
One part lime, two parts clean sharp sand, four parts 
stone broken to pass in any direction through 
a two inches ring. 
Mortar. 
One part cement, four parts clean sharp sand; or 
One part lime, two parts clean sharp sand. 
(c) All floors of such buildings shall be of cement concrete 
as specified above not less than three inches thick on a 
foundation of good stones broken to pass in any direction 
through a ring two inches in diameter well wetted and rammed 
at least three inches thick. ; 


(dq) The walls and floors of all buildings into which seed 
cotton or cotton seed is'to be brought shall be made of rat 
proof materials and the doors and other openings shall be 
constructed in such a manner as to prevent the ingress or 
egress of rats when closed. 


7. On receipt of such application the Board may issue a 
permit to the applicant to proceed to erect the factory or other 
building and save as hereinafter provided no person shall begin to 
erect the factory or building until he has received such permit 
together with his plan signed on every sheet by the Director of 
Public Works or his representative. 


8. Ifthe Board disapproves of the erection of any building 
for which application has been made as aforesaid or of any portion 
or detail thereof, by reason that the same will contravene some 
provision of these Rules, it may at any time within thirty days of 
the receipt of the application by written notice intimate to the 
person who made the application its said disapproval and the reason 
for the same and prescribe terms subject to which the necessary 
permit will be granted. 


9. If within thirty days after receipt of the said application 
the Board does not intimate in writing to the person who made the 
application its disapproval of the factory or building which the said 
person proposes to erect the said person may proceed as if a permit 
had been granted for the erection of the factory or building on the 
expiry of the said thirty days. 


10. On obtaining the necessary permit and signed plans or if 
the Board does not intimate its disapproval as provided in Rule 9, 
the person who made the application may proceed to erect the said 
building or factory subject to the terms prescribed as aforesaid but 
not otherwise, at any time within one year from the date of the 
permit, or the expiry of the said 30 days as the case may be. 
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11. Rules 4, 5, 7, 8, 9 and 10 hereof shall not apply to 
factories and buildings in Townships but applications for permits 
to erect the same shall be referred to the Board by the Township 
Authority for approval before the plans are signed by them. Such 
approval shall be signified by the signature on the plans of the 
Director of Public Works or his representative. 


Parr III.—GeEnera.. 


12. Every part of a factory in which workmen are employed 
shall have provision made for ventilation to the satisfaction of an 
Inspecting Officer and shall be kept ventilated. 


13. When any new machinery is installed in a factory after 
the date hereof the Board may require the same to be fitted with 
approved apparatus for protecting the workers from dust. 


14. All machinery or belting which in the opinion of an 
Inspecting Officer is dangerous to the workmen employed may be 
ordered to be kept securely protected to his satisfaction. 


15. All buildings shall be kept in thorough repair and the 
surface of the ground occupied in connection with any factory 
shall be made even and all holes therein filled up and shall be kept 
clear of rank vegetation, lumber, waste material and rubbish liable 
to harbour rats or spread disease. 


16. The proprietor or person in charge of a factory shall be 
responsible for the disposal of all cotton seed and waste produced 
thereon and no cotton seed which is not stored in rat-proof 
buildings shall be permitted to remain on or near the factory 
premises for more than three months without the leave of an 
Inspecting Officer in writing. When no leave has been given all 
cotton seed over three months old and not stored as aforesaid shall 
be buried or burned or disposed of in such manner as an Inspecting 
Officer shall direct. 


17. An Inspecting Officer on instructions from the Board 
may at any time give directions touching the following matters :— 
(a) The number of persons who may be permitted to 

sleep on the factory premises or adjacent thereto. 

(b) The measures to be taken for exterminating rats. 

(c) The provision of suitable latrine accommodation. 

(d) In case of an outbreak of infectious disease he may 
order the factory to be disinfected to his satisfaction or to be 
closed for such period as the Board may consider necessary, 
and he may order the destruction of any materials subject to 
the payment of such compensation (if any) as the Governor 
may determine. 

(e) The maintenance and repairs of buildings, the 
provision of ventilation, sanitary appliances, and appliances 
for preventing dust, the disposal of cotton seed and other 
waste material, measures against rats and any matter or thing 
necessary to secure compliance with these Rules. 


18. For the purposes of these Rules any order or directions 
in writing may be served on the proprietors or managers or persons 
in charge of any factory in the discretion of the Board by an 
Inspecting Officer. 

19. When an accident occurs in any building whether a 
factory or not in which power machinery is used which results in 
death or bodily injury whereby any person is prevented froin 
returning to work during 48 hours next after the occurrence of the 
accident, the manager or person in charge of the machinery shall 
forthwith give notice of the accident to the Administrative Ofticer 
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of the District in which the same occurs, who shall make such 
enquiries as he shall consider necessary and report the same to the 
Board. 


20. (1) When an employee in any factory is suspected of 
having contracted any infectious disease the following provisions 
shall have effect :— A 

(a) The proprietor, manager or other person in charge of 
the factory shall as soon as possible send notice thereof to a 
Governinent Medical Officer. 

(b) He shall take steps to isolate the patient and all 
persons who may have been in contact with him and shall 
keep thein isolated pending the reccipt of instructivns from 
the Medical Officer. 


(c) All such instructions shall be deeined to be directions 
given under these Rules. 


(2) In this Rule “Infectious Disease’? means any disease 
declared to be infectious for the purpose of the Infectious Diseases 
Ordinance, 1902, and includes “ plague, cholera, enteric, measles, 
smallpox and cerebro-spinal meningitis.” 


21. Any person committing a breach of these Rules or failing 
to comply with any order or direction lawfully given thereunder 
shall be guilty of an offence punishable with a fine not exceeding 
Rs. 1,000 or imprisonment of either kind not exceeding 12 months 
or both. Upon any conviction the Court may order the factory in 
which the offence took place to be closed until any lawful require- 
ment of the Board shall have been complicd with. 


For the purpose of legal proceedings complaint may be made 
by an Inspecting Oflicer on the instructions of the Board.

1. ATTENTION IS called to the Proclamation published in this Gazette 
removing the protection of the Game Ordinances from Buffalo, Antelope and Warthog 
in certain areas in the Protectorate. 

2. Antelope and Warthog are now unprotected over a belt roughly ten miles 
wide North of the Kampala—Fort Portal main road though in places the boundary crosses 
the road. Buffalo are unprotected over a larger area for which reference should be made 
to the above Proclamation and to that of the 18th June, 1914. 

3. This step has been taken as an experiment and in the expectation that free 
hunting and shooting of these animals will so reduce their numbers and scare them 
away from the road as to diminish the chance of rinderpest being carried from the 
infected area of Bunyoro to the cattle districts of Ankole and Toro. The effect will be 
watched closely and if unsatisfactory the Proclamation will be cancelled. 

4. Animals killed in the free area should be reported to the District 
Commissioner and hides of Buffaloes if intended for sale must be brought to his 
office to be stamped.

(e) Any person selling fish, fruit, milk, victuals 
or firewood.

THE KINGDOM OF BUGANDA. 


A LAW. 


ENACTED BY HIS HIGHNESS THE KABAKA OF 
BUGANDA BY AND WITH THE ADVICE OF THE 
LUKIKO OF THE KINGDOM OF BUGANDA AND 
WITH THE APPROVAL OF HIS EXCELLENCY 
THE GOVERNOR. 


1. This Law shall be called “The Adultery and Fornication 
Law, 1917.” 


2. Any man committing adultery with a woman who is 
married in accordance with the Laws of the Protectorate or Native 
Custom shall be guilty of an offence and shall be punished 
according to the circumstances of the case with a fine which may 
amount to Rs. 240 or with imprisonment not exceeding one year or 
with both, at the discretion of the Court. 

If the woman leaves her husband to live with the man the fine 
may be increased up to Rs. 300 and the imprisonment up to two 
years. 

To constitute an offence under this section the woman must 
have been living in her husband’s house and not have been 
previously driven out by him. 


3. If in the trial of any case under section 2 it is proved to 
the Court that the husband of the woman knew that an offence 
was likely to be committed and did not take reasonable steps to 
prevent his wife from committing adultery or if it is proved that 
he connived at the offence with the object of making a case then 
no part of the fine (if any) imposed on the adulterer shall be given 
to such husband by way of compensation. 


4. Any person having sexual intercourse with a betrothed 
woman shall be guilty of an offence and shall be punished according 
to the circumstances of the case with a fine which may amount to 
Rs. 75 or with imprisonment not exceeding six months or with 
both, at the discretion of the Court. ‘To constitute an offence 
under this section it must be proved that the woman was living 
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with her parents or lawful guardians as a betrothed woman and the 
charge may be brought by the “ Bakodomi” of one or other of the 
betrothed couple. “ Bakodomi” in this section has the meaniug 
commonly understood in Buganda, that is to say those who drank 
the mwenge and shared the dowry. 

5. Any man having sexual intercourse with an unmarried girl 
under 15 years of age and over 12 years of age with her consent 
shall be guilty of an offence and shall be punished according to the 
circumstances of the case with imprisonment not exceeding two 
years at the discretion of the Court. 

6. The Rape Law, 1904, is hereby repealed but under the 
Indian Penal Code imprisonment up to 20 years with or without 
fine nay be given to any man who has sexual intercourse with a 
woman against her will or without her consent or with her consent 
when he has obtained that consent by putting her in fear of death 
or hurt also to any man who has sexual intercourse with a girl 
under the age of 12 years whether she consents or not also to any 
man who has connection against the order of nature with any man, 
woman or animal. 

7. Ifan unmarried girl under the age of 20 years runs away 
from her parents or lawful guardians and against their will then 
such parents or lawful guardians may sue for her restoration and the 
Court shall decide whether she ought to return to them or not. 

8. This is the whole Law about sexual offences and all 
native customs relating to such offences are hereby abolished.

When the applicant wishes this done by 
telegraph he is required to undertake to pay the cost of 
telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants, in 
making enquiries, would specify the particular trade or 
trades for which substitutes are required. 

Notr (5).—The Statutory List for each country is 
telegraphed, on the day of issue, to His Majesty's Represen- 
tative in that country, who is instructed to notify 
accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the 
List.

An Ordinance relating to the Registration of Non- 


Natives. 


({15ra Jur, 1918.] 
Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The 
Registration Ordinance, 1918.” 


2. In this Ordinance ‘“‘Non-Native” means any 
person over the age of 15 years other than, 
(a) A native of Africa not being of European 
or Asiatic race or origin, or, 
(b) A member of His Majesty’s Forces, or, 
(c) An official of the Government of any part 
of the Hast African Area. 


The Hast African Area means the Protectorates of 
Uganda, British East Africa and Zanzibar, and the 
portion of conquered territory in German East Africa 
under British Administration. Provided that the said 
list of places comprised in the Area may be amended by 
the Governor by Proclamation. 


3. Every Non-Native in the Protectorate at the 
commencement of this Ordinance shall, as soon as may 
be, and within three months after such commencement 
furnish to a Registration Officer particulars in duplicate 
as to the matters set out in the Schedule hereto or such 
of them as the Registration Officer may require. 


4. (1) Every Non-Native entering the Protectorate 
by land or disembarking at any port on coming from 
beyond the limits of the Protectorate, shall enter at 
one of the places mentioned in the Second Schedule and 
shall proceed without delay to the nearest Registration 
Officer and furnish the aforesaid particulars in duplicate 
or such of them as the Registration Officer may require. 


(2) If such Non-Native is in possession of a card 
of identity issued hereunder or under regulations similar 
to this Ordinance in any part of the East African Area, 
he shall produce the same to be vised and if such card 
and all previous visas thereon, appear to be in order, the 
Registration Officer may, in his discretion, dispense 
with the making of the aforesaid declaration. 

(3) The said particulars shall be confidential and 
save as hereinafter provided, they shall not be disclosed 
to any person except on a written order from the 
Commissioner of Police, or from an Officer of His 
Majesty’s Army holding a rank not less than Captain 
and acting in the course of his duty.

5. (1) The Chief Registration Officer for the 
Protectorate shall be the Military Censor, Entebbe or 
such other person as the Governor shall appoint by notice 
in the Gazette. The Registration Officers shall be the 
Officers in charge of the Police for each district 
respectively. 

(2) A Registration Officer on receiving the afore- 
said particulars from any person and not having reason 
to doubt the correctness thereof shall issue to him a 
card of identity as hereinafter described. 

(3) A Registration Oflicer may call upon any Non- 
Native to furnish, in addition to the said particulars any 
further particulars which may reasonably be required 
for the purpose of Registration or of maintaining the 
correctness of the Register. 


6. (1) A Non-Native intending to leave the 
Protectorate shali attend at the ottice of a Registration 
Officer and furnish particulars in writing as to his 
intended destination. 

(2) If he is in possession of a card of identity issued 
hereunder or under any regulations similar to this 
Ordinance in any part of the Hast African Area he shall 
produce the samme to the Registration Officer to be vised 
in case he is proceeding to any part of such area or to 
be surrendered in case he is proceeding immediately to 
a place not within such area. 

(3) If he is not in possession of such a card he shall 
apply to the Registration Officer fot a card of identity 
which shall be in such form as the Governor may direct. 
A card on being issued may contain such conditions as 
the Officer issuing the same may prescribe as to risa, 
residence, movement or otherwise. And the like 
conditions may be endorsed on any card on being rised 
under Sections 4 (2) or 6 (2). Any such condition shall 
be strictly adhered to by the person to whom such card 
belongs. 

(4) Any person whose card of identity has been 
lost or destroyed shall at once inform a Registration 
Officer and make the aforesaid declaration in duplicate 
to be forwarded to the Chief Registration Officer with 
an application for a duplicate card. 

(5) A Registration Officer on issuing a card of 
identity shall endorse on the declaration in duplicate 
made by the holder of the card under Sections 3 and 4 
hereof, such particulars as to the number of the card 
issued and otherwise as he shall think fit and forward 
the same to the Chief Registration Officer who shall 
register one copy and forward the other to the Chief 
Censor, Nairobi, or such other Officer as the Governor 
shall direct. 


(6) Any Military Officer or Officer of the Adminis- 
tration or Police may at any time require from any 
person the production of his card of identity. 

(7) Any conditions contained in an identity card 
may be varied either generally by order of the Governor 
or in particular cases by a Registration Officer.

Protectorate. (hereinafter referred to as “the Amending Ordinance ”) 
shall apply to the Uganda Protectorate as if enacted 
by the Governor with the variations set forth in and 
subject to the Provisions of this Ordinance. 

Meanings of 3. The words :—

“The Governor” mean the Governor of the Uganda 
Protectorate. 


“Exportation and Exporting” have the meanings 
defined in the Ordinance except that they do 
not include the conveyance of goods to any 
port or place within the limits of the East 
Africa Protectorate whether such port or place 
be the ultimate destination of the goods or not. 

“Jiuportation and Importing” mean the bringing 
of goods into the Protectorate by land from 
any place beyond the limits thereof and not 
being in the Kast Africa Protectorate and also 
the landing of goods from any vessel which 
have been brought from any port or place 
beyond the limits of the two Protectorates. 

“The Protectorate” mean the Uganda Protectorate. 

Words referring in any way to coasting trade, 

carriage by sea and shipment from ports in foreign 
countries shall include coasting trade and carriage on 
inland waters and shipment from foreign ports on such 
waters. 
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4. The Chief of Customs holding office from time 
to time under the Ordinance for the East Africa 
Protectorate shall be the Chief of Customs under the 
Ordinance as applied to the Uganda Protectorate aud 
any person appointed by the Governor of the East Africa 
Protectorate to exercise the powers and perform the 
duties of Chief of Customs under the Ordinance shall 
exercise the corresponding powers and perform the 
corresponding duties in the Uganda Protectorate subject 
to such appointment being approved by the Governor. 


5. When by virtue of any law of the Protectorate 
any powers or duties are directed to be exercised or 
performed by Custems Officers then such powers and 


duties shall be exercised andperformed by the Customs 


Officers under the Ordinance. 


6. (1) Until other provision shall be made to 
the contrary all Ordinances imposing customs duties on 
goods imported or exported into or out of the Protecto- 
rate shall continue in force and such duties shall be 
collected in the manner provided and by the Oflicers 
appointed under the Ordinance save that no duties shall 
be collected on goods passing between the Protectorate 
and the East Africa Protectorate.

THE FOLLOWING EXTRACTS from General Routine Orders are published 
for general information with regard to the procedure to be adopted in making applica-

1. Officers, nurses and men of Protectorate Forces no longer employed, 
and civilians attached to the East African Force in an oflicial capacity will submit 
applications to the Chief Secretary to the Government, Entebbe, by whom they 
will be forwarded to the Military Authorities. 

2. These applications should be supported by references to G. R. O. or 
other documentary evidence by which the claim of the applicant can be verified. 

3. The first Chevron is awarded on the date on which the individual 
crossed the frontier or took part in ACTIVE OPERATIONS. Uganda and East 
Africa are for the above purpose deemed to be within the sphere of active operations 
from 5th August, 1914 to 5th March, 1916. 

An additional Chevron will be issued for every 12 months completed 
service, not necessarily consecutive service. 

4. If earned prior to 31st December, 1914, the first Chevron will be 
red, otherwise all Chevrons blue. 

5. Residents of Uganda who performed duties of a military nature at the 
Base only, are not entitled to these Chevrons.

At the request of the Executive Committee of the Colonial Nursing 
Association, which is the Association employed by the Colonial Oftice in the work 
of selecting and sending out nurses for service in the Colonies of the British Expire, 
and which also engages and supplies nurses to other places where English comimu- 
nities exist, and have applied for them, I have the honour to express the hope that 
your Excellency will do them the favour of bringing the claims of the Association 
for financial support to the notice of the members of the community in the Uganda 
Protectorate. 
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The War has had the effect of lessening the annual subscriptions to the 
funds of the Association, on the maintenance of which the usefulness of the 
Association, and the extension of the area of its work so uch depends. The 
Executive Committee trust that an appeal, in those Colonies and Protectorates in 
which nurses sent out by the Association are now serving and doing useful and 
eflicient work, will be the means of eliciting either subscriptions or don: tions, and 
they trust that your Hxcellency will find it possible to assist thei by making 
known the appeal, both through the Press and otherwise. 

The Association has been in existence for 23 years, and during that period 
has been instrumental in supplying Government and private nurses to all parts of 
the Empire, and to other places. The Executive Committee wish to be in a position 
not only to maintain efliciently its existing work, but, after the War, to meet tae 
increased demand which will undoubtedly be made upon it. They desire alse to 
find themselves able to arrange with some approved Assurance Company for the 
provision of retiring annuities to nurses, who have served long and faithfully in 
places where such allowances are not at present locally granted. 

The funds of the Association, it may be stated, are mainly used for passages, 
advances and other expenses to nurses, for outfits in certain cases, for grants-in-aid 
to local Associations towards the expenses of maintaining nursing arrangements, 
and for gratuities to nurses who, while in England, may be in ill- health, and without 
suflicient means of their own. 

I ain to express the hope of the Executive Committee that your Excellency 
will assist them in this matter.

(167TH Srepreuper, 1918.} 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The Trading 
with the Enemy (Amendment No. 2) Ordinance, 1918,” 
and shall be read as one with “The Trading with the 
Enemy Ordinances, 1914 to 1917,” and “ The Trading 
with the Enemy (Amendment) Ordinance, 1918,” and 
this Ordinance and the said Ordinances may be cited 
together as “ The Trading with the Enemy Ordinances 
1914 to 1918.” 


2. In this Ordinance the expression “territory in 
hostile occupation” means any territory forming part 
of territory belonging to His Majesty the King or of 
that of an Allied or Neutral State which is or may be 
in the effective military occupation of a State at war 
with His Majesty the King. 


3. Any British subject who is entitled to property 
of any description whatsoever which is situate in 
territory in hostile occupation or to any interest in such 
property or has claims against persons, firms, companies 
and corporations, residing or carrying on business in 
such territory shall within sixty days after the com- 
mencement of this Ordinance make a return of his said 
property or claim to the Custodian in such form and 
with such particulars as the Custodian may require, 
and if any person fails to do so he shall on conviction, 
be liable to a fine not exceeding Rs. 1,500 or to 
imprisonment of either description for a term not 
exceeding six months, or to both, and, in addition, to a 
further fine not exceeding Rs. 750 for every day during

An Ordinance for the Protection of Illiterate Persons. 
(30rH Sepremper, 1918.] 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Illiterates short title 
Protection Ordinance, 1918.” 


2. In this Ordinance “Document” means any print Definitions. 
or writing capable of being used as evidence of any fact 
or thing as against the person by, for, or at the request, 
or on behalf, or in the name of whom the same purports 
to be written or signed in any way; 


An “ Tlliterate ’ means, in relation to any document, 
a person who is unable to read and understand the 
script or language in which the same is written or 
printed as the case may be. 


3. No person shall write the name of an illiterate Verification 
by way of signature to any document unless such of Sgpatures 
illiterate shall have first appended his mark thereto; 
and any ‘person who so writes the name of the illiterate 
shall also write on the document his own true and full 
name and address as witness and his so doing shall 
imply a statement that he wrote the name of the 
illiterate by way of signature after the illiterate had 
appended his mark and that he was instructed so to 
write by the illiterate and that prior to the illiterate 
appending his mark the document was read over and 
explained to the illiterate. 


4. Any person who shall write any document for or Verification 
at the request, on behalf or in the name of any illiterate ofietters 
shall also write on such document his own true and full illiterates. 
name as the writer thereof and his true and full address, 
and his so doing shall imply a statement that he was 
instructed to write such document by the person for 
whom it purports to have been written and that it fully 
and correctly represents his instructions and was read 
over and explained to him. 


5. If the writer of or witness to the signature on Penalty. 
any such document shall fail to write thereon his true 
and full name and address as hereinbefore provided or 
if he has done so and the statement which under this 
Ordinance is implied thereby is untrue in any particular 
then and in every such case such person shall be guilty 
of an offence and shall be liable on conviction to a fine 
not exceeding one hundred and fifty rupees or in default 
of payment to imprisonment of either kind for a term 
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not exceeding three months but without prejudice 
always to any criminal or civil liability which he may 
have incurred in the circumstances by reason of fraud, 
or forgery, or misrepresentation or otherwise. 


6. Nothing in this Ordinance shall apply to 
documents of the classes specified in the Schedule 
hereto. The said Schedule may be varied from time 
to time by order of the Governor in the Gazette.

Exemption. 2. The following persons are hereby exempted 


from the operation of the Principal Ordinance in 
addition to those mentioned in Section 2 thereof, viz.:— 
Wives of Members of His Majesty’s Forces and Wives 
of Officials of the Governments of any part of the East 
African area: Provided always that this exewption shall 
not be deemed to extend to any person who is not a 
natural born British Subject.

1. THESE RULES may be cited as “ The Produce Dealers’

2. Rule 7 (1) of the Principal Rules is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

“Licences shall be in the forin given in the Schedule 
hereto and the annual fee in respect of each licence shall 
be the sum of Rs. 30.” 

3. The Schedule to the Principal Rules is hereby amended 
by deleting the word “ purchase” in the second line thereof and 
by inserting therein the words “ deal in.”

Nore (2).—Where a person or firm mentioned in the 
List has more than one address in the country or group of 
countries under which the name of the person or firm 
appears, all dealings in that country or in any country in 
the group with such person or firm are prohibited, even in 
cases where one only of the addresses or one only of the 
countries is specifically mentioned, 


Norr (3).—Trading is prohibited under the Trading 
with the Enemy Proclamations of 25th June and 10th 
November, 1915, with any person or firm of enemy nationality 
resident or carrying on business in China, Siam, Persia, 
Morocco, Liberia or Portuguese East Africa. Persons or 
firms in the United Kingdom are therefore prohibited from 
trading with any person or firm of enemy nationality in any 
of those countries, even though such person or firm is not 
mentioned by name in the Statutory List. 

Nortr (4).—In order to minimise as far as possible any 
inconvenience which may be caused to British traders by 
the dislocation of export trade owing to the inclusion in the 
Statutory List of a former connection, the Foreign Trade 
Department is collecting and classifying the names of 
non-enemy firms who may be able to act as substitutes for 
firms mentioned in the Statutory List. A considerable 
amount of information is already available at the Foreign 
Trade Departinent, and it is in many cases possible to 
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suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes without the 
necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Department 
is however, prepared, on application, to enquire of His 
Majesty's Representatives abroad for the names of suitable 
substitutes. When the applicant wishes this done by 
telegraph be ix required to undertake to pay the cost of 
telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants, in 
making enquiries, would specify the particular trade or 
trades for which substitutes are required. General enquiries 
for new connections abroad should be addressed ta the 
Comptroller-General, Department of Overseas Trade ( Dereiop- 
ment and Intelligence), 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C. 2. 

Note (5).—The Statutory List for each country is 

telegraphed, on the day of issue, to His Majesty's Represen- 
tative in that country, who is instructed to notify 
accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom personr 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the 
Persons and firms in the United Kingdom with 
es or branches abroad would, however, Le well advised 
to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of the List 
as they appear. The Lists for all countries in Central or 
South America are also telegraphed to His Majesty's 
Ambassador at Washington, who transmits them to His 
Majesty’s Consul-General at. New York and to other 
centres in the United States likely to be interested. 
. (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland aud 
the Netherland East Indics to be registered under names 
commencing with descriptive terms such as ‘ Handel 
Maatschappy’’ (Trading Company) or —‘* Naamlooze 
Venootschap "? (Limited Liability Company). In such 
cases it has been found more convenient to publish the 
firm under its proper name, followed hy the general 
descriptive term ** Handel Maatschappy "’ or ‘* Naamlooze 
Venootschap"’ (N.V.), asin the case of an English com- 
pany. For instance, Handel Maatschappy van den Berg & 
Company and Naamlooze Veneotschap de Komeet wh 
Dumonceau Fréres will be found under Berg and Komeet 
respectively, and not under ** Handel" or '* Naamlooze.”'

The following Draft ules are under consideration with a 
view to enactment and are published for general information :— 


THE UGANDA COTTON ORDINANCE, 1908, 
AND 
THE UGANDA COTTON (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE, 
1910. 


RULES. 
THE UGANDA COTTON RULES, 1918. 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “ The Uganda Cotton 
Rules, 1918,” and shall come into force on the first day of January, 
1919. 


(A) SEED For Sowine. 

2. Cotton seed (for sowing purposes) shall be distributed by 
the Government at such time and places and by such persons as 
the Government shall prescribe. 

3. No person shall grow cotton from seed which has been 
obtained from any other source than the Government. 

4. The Director of Agriculture shall have the power to 
requisition any cotton seed considered suitable for sowing purposes, 
and such seed shall be handed over free of all cost. 


(B) Up-rootrxe or Corroyn Prayts. 
z 


5. All cotton plants shall be up-rooted and destroyed after 
the first season’s crop has been picked therefrom, and on no account 
shall they be allowed to remain for a second season, or for more 
than one year in the ground. 

6. The Director of Agriculture may from time to time fix 
by notification in the Official Gazette a date prior to which all the 
previous season’s cotton plants shall be up-rooted and destroyed in 
any district and all such plants shall be up-rooted and destroyed 
prior to such date. 

(C) Hanp Corron Gixs. 


7. No person owning or possessing a hand cotton gin shall 
use or permit the same to be used unless and until a permit in 
writing to use the same shall have been obtained from the Director 
of Agriculture. 

8. No permission as aforesaid will be granted in respect of 
any hand cotton gin to be used in the Eastern Province or in the 
Mengo or Entebbe Districts of Buganda or in respect of any hand 
cotton gin imported after the 17th March, 1913. 

9. All cotton seed obtained from hand cotton gins shall 
forthwith be destroyed by the person so obtaining it or by any person 
into whose possession or ownership such seed shall come. 

Provided always that it shall not be necessary to destroy 
such seed pending its being supplied to the Government or exported 
or being treated in some manner which will prevent it being used 
as seed for sowing purposes. 

The burden of proof that such seed is to be so supplied, 
exported or treated shall be upon the person owning or possessing 
such seed. 


(D) Licences. 
10. No person unless duly licensed in that behalf :— 
(a) shall purchase raw cotton. 
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(b) keep any factory or place for the purpose of treating 
or storing cotton other than such as has been grown or 
produced on land in his own occupation or under his manage- 
ment and control ; Provided that a licence to purchase cotton 
shall include a right to keep a place for the treatment and 
storage thereof to be named in such licence. 


11. Licences shall be issued by the District Commissioner of 
the District in which the building or buildings are situate in respect 
of which the licence is applied for. 


12. No person shall purchase or sell raw cotton otherwise 
than at duly licensed buildings or in any cotton market established 
under these Rules. 

13. The District Commissioner may in his discretion refuse 
the issue of a licence to any individual or for any place, subject to 
appeal to the Governor. 

14. Licences shall run from the 1st of January in each year 
to the 31st of December following. 


15. The District Commissioner may on cause shown allow a 
licence to be transferred from any one person to any other person. 


16. Every licence shall be in the form set out in the First 
Schedule hereto and the annual fee in respect of each licensed 
building shall be the sum of Rs. 75. 


17. Every licensee shall be subjected to the following 
conditions :— 

(a) The licensee shall not take delivery of any cotton 
purchased or received by him except at the place described in 
his licence or at any cotton market established under these 
Rules. 

(b) He shall keep the licence posted in a prominent 
position in such place or building. 

(c) He shall at all times allow the inspection of such 
building or place and of the cotton therein by any Governnent 
Administrative or Agricultural Officer or European Police 
Oflicer. 
1s. Every licensee shall keep books of account in which shall 

be entered day by day the following particulars. concerning all 
purchases, sales, shipments, receipts and consignments of cotton :— 

(a) The date of purchase, sale, consignment or receipt. 

(0) ‘Lhe weight, quality and price of the cotton so dealt 
with. 

(c) Every licensee shall on demand of any such Officer 
as is mentioned in clause (c) of Rule 17 hereof produce for 
inspection all books kept by him under the provisions of this 
Rule and allow copies to be made thereof. 

(ad) Kyvery such book shall be preserved by the licensee for 
at least three years after the date of the last entry therein, 

(e) The books shall be kept in English, Luganda or 
Kiswahili. 

19. A licence may be revoked at any time by the District 
Commissioner for reasons to be stated in writing and subject to 
appeal to the Governor. 

20. All licence-holders shall forward to the District Com- 
missioner on or before the 31st July in each year full details of all 
cotton bought direct from growers under their licences and these 
details shall include places where purchased, prices paid and 
quantities classified as first and second qualities. 

For the purposes of these Rules first quality cotton means 
clean white free from stain and dirt ; second quality cotton means 
stained leafy or slightly dirty cotton. 
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(E) Corron Markets. 


21. The Governor may by Notice in the Gazette appoint 
places in any specified part of the Protectorate to be markets for 
the sale of seed cotton and thereupon and except as hereinafter 
provided no person shall buy or offer for sale any seed cotton in 
such part of the Protectorate except at the places so appointed 
and on the days which the Administrative Officer of the District 
shall declare to be market days. 


22. When any place has been appointed a market under the 
last preceding Rule the Administrative Officer in charge of the 
District may mark out an area in such place as a cotton market 
and thereupon the area so marked shall be the market at such 
place for the purpose of these Rules. 


23. When an area has been marked out as a market no 
person shall purchase seed cotton therein except at the stall or 
place which the Government Officer in charge shall allot to him 
and on the dates specitied for market days. 

No person shall have in use at one tite in the place so 
allotted to him more than one scale or balance for buying cotton. 


24. Holders of licences to purchase raw cotton at any place 
in a District may be granted one licence to buy in all the markets 
at that District at a further fee of Rs. 75. 

The licence shall be in the form specified in the 2nd Schedule 
to these Rules. 

25. Any purchaser of cotton in a market who has no 
facilities for handling the cotton and protecting the cotton from 
damage, may be prohibited from buying in such market. 

26. At every place licensed to purchase raw cotton the prices 
being paid to the grower thereof for both qualities of cotton shall 
be prominently displayed. 

27. All holders of licences to purchase raw cotton in the 
markets of any District shall notify the District Commissioners 
the markets in which they wish to operate at least twenty days 
before such markets take place, so that buying accommodation can 
be provided. Provided always that the District Commissioner 
may in his discretion waive the provisions of this rule. 


28. The Officer in charge of a market shall allot the stalls 
and the fee payable in respect of each stall shall not exceed the 
sum of Rs. 5. 


(F) Buyine Corton. 


29. Cotton buying shall not begin in any District until such 
date as is fixed by the District Commissioner. 

30. No contract for the purchase of raw cotton shall be 
entered into the consideration for which is to be paid other than 
in cash and no financial or other inducement shall be offered to the 
vendor by the purchaser or by any other person to enter into any 
contract for the sale of raw cotton. 


(G) GENERAL. 


81. Any ginnery or store or other place in which cotton is 
kept shall be open to inspection by the Medical Sanitary Officer, 
or his representative, at any time and he may by notice in writing 
prohibit the keeping of unbaled cotton therein either for a specific 
period or until such alterations and repairs have been executed 
thereon to his satisfaction as he may specify in writing. 

82. The Governor may by notification in the Official Gazette 
fix certain areas within which the purchase and sale of raw cotton 
shall be unlawful except subject to such condition as may be 
prescribed in such notification. 
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33. Any breach or attempted breach or non-observance of 
any of the above Rules or any order thereunder shull be punishable 
by imprisonment of either kind for a term not exceeding one 
month or by a fine not exceeding one thousand rupees or to both, 
and any cotton, cotton seed, or hand cotton gin in respect of which 
any such breach, attempted breach or non-observance has been 
conmnitted may be confiscated or otherwise dealt with, with or 
without compensation. 


34. The Uganda Cotton Rules, 1913, the Uganda Cotton 
(No. 2) Rules, 1913, and the Uganda Cotton Rules, 1914, are 
hereby cancelled but without prejudice always to anything lawfully 
done thereunder or to the prosecution of any offence committed 
before the commencement of these Rules.

An Ordinance to provide for the Registration of Firms 


and Persons carrying on Business under Business 
Names and for purposes connected therewith. 


(15ruH Ocroser, 1918.] 


Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “The Regis- 
tration of Business Names Ordinance, 1918.” 


2. In the construction of this Ordinance the 
following words and expressions shall have the meanings 
in this section assigned to them, unless there be some- 
thing in the subject or context repugnant to such 
construction :— 

“Firm ” shall mean an unincorporate body of two 
or more individuals, or one or more individuals and one 
or more corporations, or two or more corporations, who 
have entered into partnership with one another with a 
view to carrying on business for profit :— 

“ Business” shall include profession : 

“Tndividual” shall mean a natural person and 
shal] not include a corporation. 

“Christian name”’ shall include any forename: 

“Tnitials” shall include any recognised abbrevi- 
ation of a Christian name. 

In the case of a peer or person usually known by 
a British title different from his surname, the title by 
which he is known shall be substituted in this Ordinance 
for his surname : 

References in this Ordinance to a former Christian 
name or surname shall not, in the case of natural-born 
British subjects include a former Christian name or 
surname where that name or surname has been changed 
or disused before the person bearing the name had 
attained the age of eighteen years, and, in the case of a 
married woman, shall not include the name or surname 
by which she was known previous to the marriage: 

References in this Ordinance to a change of name 
shall not include, in the case of natural-born British 
subjects, a change of name which has taken place before 
the person whose name has been changed has attained 
the age of eighteen years; or, in the case of a peer or a 

erson usually known by a British title different from 
is surname, the adoption of or succession to the title: 


Short title. 


Interpretation 
of terms. 
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“Business Name” shall mean the name or style 
under which any business is carried on, whether in 
partnership or otherwise : 

“Foreign Firm” shall mean any firm, individual, 
‘or corporation whose principal place of business is situate 
outside His Majesty’s Dominions or Protectorates : 

“Showcards” shall mean cards containing or 

exhibiting articles dealt with, or samples or representa- 
tions thereof : 

“ Prescribed” shall mean prescribed by rules made 
in pursuance of this Ordinance. 


Pum and 3. Subject to the provisions of this Ordinance :— 
persons to be : ; : 
registered. (a) Every firm having a place of business in 


the Protectorate and carrying on business under a 
business name which does not consist of the true 
surnames of all partners who are individuals and 
the corporate names of all partners who are cor- 
porations without any addition other than the true 
Christian names of individual partners or initials 
of such Christian naines ; 

(v) Every individual having a place of business 
in the Protectorate and carrying on business under 
a business name which does not consist of a true 
surname without any addition other than his true 
Christian names or the initials thereof; 

(c) Every individual or firm having a place of 
business in the Protectorate, who, or a member of 
which has either before or after the passing of this 
Ordinance changed his name, except in the case of 
a woman in consequence of marriage ; 

shall be registered in the manner directed by this 
Ordinance :— 
Provided that :— 

(i) where two or more individual partners have 
the same surname, the addition of an “s” at the 
end of that surname shall not of itself render 
registration necessary ; and 

(ii) where the business is carried on by a 
receiver or manager appointed by any Court 
registration shall not be necessary ; and 

(iii) a purchase or acquisition of property by 
two or more persons as joint tenants or tenants in 
common is not of itself to be deemed carrying on a 
business whether or not the owners share any profits 
arising from the sale thereof. 


Registration 4. Where a firm. individual, or corporation having 
by nominee, a, place of business within the Protectorate carries on 
. the business wholly or mainly as nominee or trustee of 
or for another person, or other persons, or another 
corporation, or acts as general agent for any foreign 
firm, the first-mentioned firm, individual or corporation 
shall be registered in manner provided by this Ordinance, 
and, in addition to the other particulars required to be 
furnished and registered, there shall be furnished and 
registered the particulars mentioned in the schedule to 
this Ordinance: 

Provided that where the business is carried on by a 
receiver or manager appointed by any Court, registration 

under this section shall not be necessary. 
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5. (1) Every firm or person required under this Manner and 
Ordinance to be registered shall furnish by sending by fegistration. 
post or delivering to the registrar at the register office 
a statement in writing in the prescribed form containing 


the following particulars :— 

(a) The business name ; 

(6) The general nature of the business ; 

(c) The principal place of the business ; 

(ad) Where the registration to be effected is that 
of a firm, the present Christian name and surname, 
any former Christian name or surname, the nation- 
ality, and if that nationality is not the nationality 
of origin, the nationality of origin, the usual 
residence, and the other business occupation (if any) 
of each of the ‘individuals who are partners, and 
the corporate name and registered or principal office 
of every corporation which is a partner ; 


(e) Where the registration to be effected is 
that of an individual the present Christian name 
and surname, any former Christian name or sur- 
name, the nationality, and if that nationality is not 
the nationality of origin, the nationality of origin, 
the usual residence, and the other business occupa- 
tion (if any) of such individual ; 


(f) Where the registration to be effected is 
that of a corporation, its corporate name and 
registered or principal office ; 


(g) Where the registration to be effected is 
that of a person of non-European origin the name 
of his father in addition to his own name; 


(hk) If the business is commenced after the 
passing of this Ordinance, the date of the commence- 
ment of the business. 


(2) Where a business is carried on under two or 
more business names, each of those business names shall 
be stated. 


6. The statement required for the purpose of statement to 
registration must in the case of an individual be signed }e saved by 
by him, and in the case of a corporation by a director or rxistering. 
secretary thereof, and in the case of a firm either by all 
thé individuals who are partners, and by a director or 
the secretary of all corporations which are partners or 
by some individual who is a partner, or a director or the 
secretary of sone corporation which is a partner, and 
in either of the last two cases must be verified by a 
statutory declaration made by the signatory : 


Provided that no such statutory declaration stating 
that any person other than the declarant is a partner, 
or omitting to state that any person other than as afore- 
said is a partner, shall be evidence for or against any 
such other person in respect of his liability or non- 
liability as a partner, and that the High Court or a 
judge thereof may on application of any person alleged 
or claiming to be a partner direct the rectification of 
the register and decide any question arising under this 
section. 


7. The particulars required to be furnished under Time for 
this Ordinance shall be furnished within fourteen days é**t"

8. Whenever a change is made or occurs in any 
of the particulars registered in- respect of any firm or 
person such firm or person shall, within fourteen days 
after such change or such longer period as the Governor 
may, on application being made in any particular case, 
whether before or after the expiration of such fourteen 
days, allow, furnish by sending by post or delivery to 
the registrar a statement in writing in the prescribed 
form specifying the nature and date of the change signed, 
and where necessary verified in like manner as the 
statement required on registration. 

9, If any firm or person by this Ordinance required 
to furnish a statement of particulars or of any change in 
particulars shall without reasonable excuse make default 
in so doing in the manner and within the time specified 
by this Ordinance, every partner in the firm or the person 
so in default shall be liable on conviction to a fine not 
exceeding seventy-five rupees for every day during 
which the default continues, and the Court shall order 
a statement of the required particulars or change in the 
particulars to be furnished to the registrar within such 
time as may be specified in the order. 

10. (1) Where any firm or person by this Ordinance 
required to furnish a statement of particulars or of any 
change in particulars shall have made default in so 
doing, then the rights of that defaulter under or arising 
out of any contract made or entered into by or on behalf 
of such defaulter in relation to the business in respect 
to the carrying on of which particulars were required to 
be furnished at any time while he is in default shall 
not be enforceable by action or other legal proceeding 
whether in the business name or otherwise : 

Provided always as follows :-- 

(a) The defaulter may apply to the Court for 
relief against the disability imposed by this section, 
and the Court, on being satisfied that the default 
was accidental, or due to inadvertence, or some 
other sufficient cause or that on other grounds it is 
just and equitable to grant relief, may grant such 
relief either generally, or as respects any particular 
contracts, on condition of the costs of the application 
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being paid by the defaulter, unless the Court other- 
wise orders, and on such other conditions (if any) 
as the Court may impose, but such relief shall not 
be granted except on such service and such publica- 
tion of notice of the application as the Court may 
order, nor shall relief be given in respect of any 
contract. if any party to the contract proves to the 
satisfaction of the Court that, if this Ordinance had 
been complied with, he would not have entered into 
the contract ; 

(L) Nothing herein contained shall prejudice 
the rights of any other parties as against the 
defaulter in respect of such contract as aforesaid ; 

(c) If any action or proceeding shall be 
conmitted by any other party against the defaulter 
to enforce the rights of such party in respect of such 
contract, nothing herein contained shall preclude the 
defaulter from enforcing in that action or proceeding, 
by way of counter claim set off or otherwise, such 
rights as he may have against that party in respect 
of such contract. 

(2) In this section the expression “ Court” means 
the “ High Court” or a judge thereof: 

Provided that, without prejudice to the power of 
the High Court or a judge thereof to grant such relief 
as aforesaid, if any proceeding to enforce any contract 
iscommenced by a defaulter in a subordinate Court, the 
subordinate Court may, as respects that contract, grant 
such relief as aforesaid. 


11. If any statement required to be furnished 
under this Ordinance contains any matter which is 
false in any material particular to the knowledge of any 
person signing it that person shall, on conviction, be 
liable to imprisonment of either description for a term 
not exceeding three months, or to a fine not exceeding 
five hundred rupees, or to both such imprisonment and 
fine. 


12. (1) The Governor may require any person to 
furnish to him such particulars as appear necessary to 
the Governor for.the purpose of ascertaining whether 
or not he or the firm of which he is partner should be 
registered under this Ordinance, or an alteration made 
in the registered particulars, and may also in the case 
of a corporation require the secretary or any other 
officer of a corporation performing the duties of secretary 
to furnish such particulars, and if any person when so 
required fails to supply such particulars as it is in his 
power to give, or furnishes particulars which are false 
In any material form, he shall on conviction be liable to 
imprisoninent of either description for a term not 
exceeding three months or to a fine not exceeding five 
hundred rupees or to both such imprisonment and fine. 

(2) If from any information so furnished it appears 
to the Governor that any firm or person ought to be 
registered under this Ordinance, or an alteration ought 
to be made in the registered particulars, the Governor 
may require the firm or person to furnish to the registrar 
the required particulars within such time as may be 
allowed by the Governor, but, where any default under 
this Ordinance has been discovered from the information

At the register office the revistrar shall keep 
kept. an index of all the firms and persons registered at that 
oflice under this Ordinance. 


Romoval of 15. (1) If any firm or individual registered under 
eee this Ordinance ceases to carry on business, it shall be 
the duty of the persons who were partners in the firm 
at the time when it ceased to carry on business or of 
the individual or if he is dead of his personal repre- 
sentative, within three months after the business has 
ceased to be carried on, to send by post or deliver to the 
registrar notice in the prescribed form that the firm or 
individual has ceased to carry on business, and if any 
person whose duty it is to give such notice fails to do 
so within such time as aforesaid, he shall be liable on 
conviction to a fine not exceeding five hundred rupees. 


Provided that the Governor may in his absolute 
discretion on reasonable cause therefor being shewn, 
extend such time as aforesaid to such time as he may 
think fit. 

(2) On receipt of such a notice as aforesaid the 
registrar may remove the firm or individual from the 
register. 


(3) Where the registrar bas reasonable cause to 
believe that any firm or individual registered under this 
Ordinance is not carrying on business he may send to 
the firm or individual by registered post a notice that, 
unless an answer is received to such notice within one 
month from the date thereof, the firm or individual may 
be removed from the register. 


(4) If the registrar either receives an answer from 
the firm or individual to the effect that the firm or 
individual is not carrying on business or does not within 
one month after sending the notice receive an answer, 
he may remove the firm or individual from the register. 

Misleading 16. (1) Where any business name under which the 
ci business of a firm or individual is carried on contains. 
the word “ British” or any other word which, in the 
opinion of the registrar, is calculated to lead to the 
belief that the business is under British ownership or 
control, and the registrar is satisfied that the nationality 
of the persons by whom the business is wholly or mainly 
owned or controlled is at any time such that the name 
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is misleading, the registrar shall refuse to register such 
business name or, as the case may be, remove such 
business name from the register, but any person 
aggrieved by a decision of the registrar under this 
provision may appeal to the Governor whose decision 
shall be final. 


(2) The registration of a business name under this 
Ordinance shall not be construed as authorizing the use 
of that name if apart from such registration the use 
thereof could be prohibited. 


17. The registrar of companies or such other 
person as the Governor may determine shall be registrar 
for the purposes of this Ordinance. 


18. At any time after the expiration of six months 
from the passing of this Ordinance or of such longer 
period, not being more than nine months from the 
passing of this Ordinance, as the Governor may by order 
direct, any person may inspect the documents filed by 
the registrar on payment of such fees as may be pre- 
scribed not exceeding one rupee for each inspection ; and 
any person may require a certificate of the registration 
of any firm or person, or a copy of or extract from 
any registered stateiient to be certified by the registrar 
or assistant registrar, and there shall be paid for such 
certificate of registration, certified copy, or extract such 
fees as may be prescribed not exceeding two rupees for 
the certificate of registration, and not exceeding fifty 
cents for each folio of seventy-two words, of the entry, 
copy, or extract. 


A certificate of registration, or a copy of or extract 
from any statement registered under this Ordinance, if 
duly certified to be a true copy or extract under the 
hand of the registrar (whom it shall not be necessary to 
prove to be the registrar), shall, in all legal proceedings, 
civil or crimina!, be received in evidence. 


19. (1) The Governor may make rules concerning 
any of the following matters :— 


(a) The fees to be paid to the registrar under 
this Ordinance, so that they do not exceed the sum 
of five rupees for the registration of any one state- 
ment;

(c) The duties to be performed by any registrar 
under this Ordinance ; : 


(d@) The performance by assistant registrars 
and other oflicers of acts by this Ordinance required 
to be done by the registrar ;

Enacted by the Governor of the Uganda Protectorate. 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as “ The King’s 


African Rifles (Amendment) Ordinance, 1918,” and 
shall be read as one with The King’s African Rifles 
Ordinance, 1911, (hereinafter referred to as the Principal 
Ordinance) and the King’s African Rifles (Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1912, and the King’s African Rifles (Amend- 
ment) Ordinance, 1917. 


2. Section 27 sub-section 8 of the Principal 


Ordinance is hereby amended by adding thereto the 
following proviso :— 


“Provided that in the event of any Native 
Officer, Non-Commissioned Officer, or Private 
owing to injuries received on active service against 
an enemy or to disease contracted while on such 
active service or as a result thereof becoming 
before the expiration of 9 years continuous 
service totally or partially permanently disabled 
to such an extent as materially to affect his wage 
earning power the Commanding Officer may 
recommend and the Governor may sanction the 
exemption of such Native Officer, Non-Commissioned 
Officer or Private, as the case may be, from the 
payment of hut tax on one hut for life or alterna- 
tively from the payment of poll tax in respect of 
himself for life.”

A considerable 
amount of information is already available at the Foreign 
Trade Department, and it is in many cases possible to 


suggest the names of satisfactory substitutes without the 
necessity of referring the matter abroad. The Department 
is however, prepared, on application, to enquire of His 
Majesty's Representatives abroad for the names of suitable 
substitutes. When the applicant wishes this done by 
telegraph he is required to undertake to pay the cost of 
telegraphic correspondence. It would greatly facilitate the 
work of the Foreign Trade Department if applicants, in 
making enquiries, would specify the particular trade or 
trades for which substitutes are required. General enquiries 
for new connectiwwns abroad should be addressed to the 
Comptroller-General, Department of Overseas Trade (Develop. 
ment and Intelligence), 73, Basinyhall Street, London, 
E.C. 2, 

Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is 
telegraphed, on the day of issue, to His Majesty’s Represen- 
tative in that country, who is instructed to notify 
accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom_ persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the 
List. Persons and firms in the United Kingdom with 
agencies or branches abroad would, however, be well advised 
to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of the List 
as they appear. The Lists for all countries in Central or 
South America are also telegraphed to His Majesty's 
Ambassador at Washington, who transmits them to His 
Majesty's Consul-General at New York and to other 
centres in the United States likely to be interested. 

Nore (6).—It is not unusual for firms in Holland and 
the Netherland East Indies to be registered under names 


commencing with descriptive terms such as ‘‘ Handel 
Maatschappy’’ (Trading Company) or — ‘* Naamlooze 
Venootschap '' (Limited Liability Company). In such 


cases it has been found more convenient to publish the 
firm under its proper name, followed by the general 
descriptive term ‘* Handel Maatschapps '’ or ‘ Naamlooze 
Venootschap"' (N.V.), asin the case of an English com- 
pany. For instance, Handel Maatschappy van den Berg &

ON THE OCCASION of “Our Day, 1918,” I have much pleasure in 
congratulating the Red Cross Society and the Order of St. John on the magnificent 
work which they in conjunction have achieved during more than four years of warfare, 
and in expressing the confident hope that their efforts may continue to receive from 
my people the financial support which they require. By personal observation in the 
United Kingdom and on the Western Front I am convinced that the appeal of the 
Joint Committee for funds is more than justified by the manner in which they carry on 
their widespread and responsible labours in co-operation with the Medical Services of the 
Forces. In Flanders, France, Italy and Malta; in Palestine, Macedonia and Egypt; 
in ‘Mesopotamia, East Africa; and in Russia, Roumania and Siberia, the joint Societies 
have relieved the suffering, healed the sick and saved valuable lives for the service 
of the Empire in war and peace. They have also been able to give welcome assistance 
to our Allies and, in making provision for the sick and wounded, they have not 
forgotten the prisoners of war whose privations they have done much to alleviate.

1. THE SECRETARY OF STATE for the Colonies has been pleased to approve 
of a grant of money being paid in certain cases as an act of grace to officials who have 
suffered loss of kit owing to enemy action at sea. This will be regarded as a 
contribution towards the cost of replacing the kit and not as compensation for the lost 
effects, for which no liability can be admitted. 

2. In the case of officials whose salaries, inclusive of personal allowances but 
exclusive of duty and all other allowances do not exceed £250, a payment of £40 will 
be made if the loss has occurred on the journey from East Africa, and of £60 if lost on 
the journey to East Africa. This payment is made irrespective of whether an 
insurance has been effected or not.

Payments will only be made to these officers if it is clearly proved that it was 
through no fault of the oflicer that he did not insure his effects and that it was not in 
fact possible for him to do so owing to exceptional circumstances such for example as 
departure from the Protectorate on such short notice, or in so serious a state of health 
that the official had no opportunity to communicate with an insurance agent and take 
out a policy before he sailed. In such a case in order to qualify for a grant the officer 
would of course have to show that he had no opportunity to remedy the omission at a 
subsequent port of call. 

4. The payments are conditional on the officer furnishing a Certificate that the 
lost kit, excluding “articles of taste and fancy” and cash, would cost at least that 
amount to replace, and would be subject to proportional reduction if that were 
not the case. 

5. No grant or other payment will be made to any officer who for any reason 
leaves the Protectorate Service without resuming the duties of his appointment. 

6. Cases where compensation has already been granted will not be re-opened.

5. Any future application to register an abbreviated telegraphic address will, if 
in accordance with the Post Office regulations on the subject, be referred to the Chief 
Censor for approval.

Para Rubber Tapping Results. 


THE TABLE given below shows the results of a year’s tapping on four groups 
of trees and nine months on another group in the Botanic Gardens, Entebbe, and should 
prove of interest to rubber planters. 

The period was an exceptionally dry one, the total rainfall amounting to 50-11” 
during the year of tapping. Series 1, 2 and 4 were tapped for the first time, whilst 
series 3 and 5 were on renewed bark of 4 years’ growth. 

In series 3 the V cut is the basal cut of the full herring-bone system, which was 
being practised at the time when the Gardens caine under the control of this Department, 
and similarly in series 5, the cuts are the 2 basal cuts to the left of the full herring-boue 
system, which had consisted of 4,5 or 6 incisions. This previous history of these two 
groups must be taken into account in reviewing the yields. The disparity in the 
number of parings per inch is noticeable. In series 5 the tapper was clumsy, which 
accounts for the low average obtained. 

The yields have been very uniform throughout, and renewal of bark is good.

1. THESE RULES may be cited as “ The Patents, Designs 
and Trade Marks (Amendment) Rules, 1918,” and shall be read as 
one. with the Patents, Designs and Trade Marks Rules, 1912 and 
1913. 


2. The First Schedule to the Patents, Designs and Trade 
Marks Rules, 1912, is hereby amended by the deletion of the word 
“Certificate” in the fifth item of the said Schedule.

RULES. 
THE UGANDA COTTON RULES, 1918. 


1. THESE RULES may be cited as “The Uganda Cotton 
Rules, 1918,” and shall come into force on the first day of January, 
1919. 

(A) SrEED For Sowine. . 

2. Cotton seed (for sowing purposes) shall be distributed by 
the Government at such time and places and by such persons as 
the Government shall prescribe. 

3. No person shall grow cotton from seed which has been 
obtained from any other source than the Government. 

4. The Director of Agriculture shall have the power to 
requisition any cotton seed considered suitable for sowing purposes, 
and such seed shall be handed over free of all cost. 

(B) Up-roortxe or Corton Puayts. 

5. All cotton plants shall be up-rooted and destroyed after 
the first season’s crop has been picked therefrom, and on no account 
shall they be allowed to remain for a second season, or for more 
than one year in the ground. 

6. The Director of Agriculture may from time to time fix 
by notification in the Official Gazette a date prior to which all the 
previous season’s cotton plants shall be up-rooted and destroyed in 
any district and all such plants shall be up-rooted and destroyed 
prior to such date. 

(C) Haxp Corron Gis. 


7. No person owning or possessing a hand cotton gin shall 
use or permit the same to be used unless and until a permit in 
writing to use the same shall have been obtained from the Director 
of Agriculture. 

8. No permission as aforesaid will be granted in respect of 
any hand cotton gin to be used in the Eastern Province or in the 
Mengo or Entebbe Districts of Buganda or in respect of any hand 
cotton gin imported after the 17th March, 1913. 

9. All cotton seed obtained from hand cotton gins’ shall 
forthwith be destroyed by the person so obtaining it or by any person 
into whose possession or ownership such seed shall come. 

Provided always that it shall not be necessary to destroy 
such seed pending its being supplied to the Government or exported 
or being treated in some manner which will prevent it being used 
as seed for sowing purposes. 

The burden of proof that such seed is to be so supplied, 
exported or treated shall be upon the person owning or possessing 
such seed. 


(1°) Licences axp Buyine Posts. 


10. No person shall purchase raw cotton unless he is in 
possession of a licence issued to him by the District Commissioner 
of the district in respect of which the licence is applied for. 

Every applicant for a licence shall specify the building or 
buildings at which the Licensee proposes to buy raw cotton and no 
Licensee shall purchase raw cotton otherwise than at such building 
or buildings or in any cotton market established under these Rules, 
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11. No person unless duly licensed in that behalf shall keep 
any factory or place for the purpose of treating or storing cotton other 
than such as has been grown or produced on land in his own 
occupation or under his management and control: Provided that a 
licence to purchase cotton shall include a right to keep a place 
for the treatment and storage thereof to be named in such licence. 


12. No person shall sell raw cotton otherwise than to a 
person duly licensed under these Rules or in any cotton market 
established under these rules. 


13. The District Commissioner may in his discretion refuse 
issue of a licence to any person who has been convicted of a breach 
of these Regulations or has been convicted of a criminal offence or 
on the ground that the building or buildings at which raw cotton 
is to be purchased or the situation thereof are not suitable for the 
purpose on the ground that a suflicient number of licences in the 
area have already been granted, or on any other suflicient ground. 
Every such refusal shall be subject to an appeal to the Governor. 


14. Licences shall run from the 1st of January in each year 
to the 31st of December following. 


15. The District Commissioner may in his discretion allow a 
licence to be transferred from any one person to any other person 
ou the ground of the decease of the licence holder or if the licence 
holder be desirous of transferring his business or on any other 
suflicient ground. 


16. Every licence shall be in the form set out in the First 
Schedule hereto and the annual fee in respect of each licensed 
building shall be the sum of Rs. 75. 

17. Every licensee shall be subjected to the following 
conditions :— 

(a) The licensee shall not take delivery of any cotton 
purchased or received by him except at the place described in 
his licence or at any cotton market established under these 
Rules. 

(6) He shall keep the licence posted in a prominent 
position in such place or building. 

(c) He shall at all times allow the inspection of such 
building or place and of the cotton therein by any Government 
Administrative or Agricultural Officer or European Police 
Officer. 

18. Every licensee shall keep books of account in which shall 
be entered day by day the following particulars concerning all 
purchases, sales, shipments, receipts and consignments of cotton :— 

(a) The date of purchase, sale, consignment or receipt. 

(6) The weight, quality and price of the cotton so dealt 
with. 

(c) Every licensee shall on demand of any such Officer 
as is mentioned in clause (c) of Rule 17 hereof produce for 
inspection all books kept by him under the provisions of this 
Rule and allow copies to be made thereof. 

(ad) Every such book shall be preserved by the licensee for 
at least three years after the date of the last entry therein. 

(e) The books shall be kept in English, Gujerati, 
Luganda or Iiswahili. 

19. A licence may be revoked at any time by the District 
Commissioner on the ground that the licence holder has been 
convicted of a breach of these regulations or has been convicted of 
a criminal offence or on any other sufticient ground. Every such 
revocation shall be in writing and shall specify the grounds thereof 
and shall be subject to an appeal to the Governor. 
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20. All licence-holders shall forward to the District Coin- 
missioner on or before the 31st July in each year full details of all 
cotton bought direct from growers under their licences and these 
details shall include places where purchased, prices paid and 
quantities classified as first and second qualities. 

For the purposes of these Rules first quality cotton means 
clean white free from stain and dirt; second quality cotton means 
stained leafy or slightly dirty cotton. 

(E) Corron Markers. 

21. The Governor may by Notice in the Gazette appoint 
places in any specified part of the Protectorate to be markets for 
the sale of raw cotton. 

22. When any place has been appointed a market under the 
last preceding Rule the Administrative Officer in charge of the 
District may mark out an area in such place as a cotton market 
and thereupon the area so marked shall be the market at such 
place for the purpose of these Rules. 


23. When an area has been marked out as a market no 
person shall purchase seed cotton therein except at the stall or 
place which the Government Officer in charge shall allot to him 
and on the dates specified for market days. 

No person shall have in use at one tite in the place so 
allotted to him imore than one scale or balance for buying cotton. 

24. Holders of licences under Rule 10 of these Rules may be 
granted a further licence to buy 1aw cotton in any cotton market 
established under these Rules in any District or Districts in which 
the building or buildings specified in the licence are situate on 
payment of a further fee of Rs. 75. 

The licence shall be on the form specified in the Second 
Schedule to these Rules. 

25, Any purchaser of cotton in a market who has no 
facilities for handling the cotton and protecting the cotton from 
damage, shall be prohibited from buying in such market. 

26. All holders of licences to purchase raw cotton in the 
markets of any District shall notify the District Commissioners 
the markets in which they wish to operate at least twenty days 
before such markets take place, so that buying accommodation can 
be provided. Provided always that the District Commissioner 
may in his discretion waive the provisions of this rule. 


27. The Officer in charge of a market shall allot the stalls 
and the fee payable in respect of each stall shall not exceed the 
sum of Rs. 5. 

(F) Buyine Corron. 

28. Cotton buying shall not begin in any District until such 
date as is fixed by the District Commissioner for that District and 
shall continue until the 30th of September in each year or such 
earlier date in any particular District as may be fixed by the 
District Commissioner for that District. 

29. No contract for the purchase of raw cotton shall be 
entered into the consideration for which is to be paid other than 
in cash and no financial or other inducement shall be offered to the 
vendor by the purchaser or by any other person to enter into any 
contract for the sale of raw cotton. 

(G) GENERAL. 

30. Any ginnery or store or other place in which cotton is 
kept shall be open to inspection by the Medical Sanitary Officer, 
or his representative, at any time and he may by notice in writing 
prohibit the keeping of unbaled cotton therein either for a specific 
period or until such alterations and repairs have been executed 
thereon to his satisfaction as he may specify in writing. 
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31. At every place licensed to purchase raw cotton the 
prices being paid to the grower thereof for both qualities of cotton 
shall be prominently displayed. 

82. The Governor may by notification in the Official Gazette 
fix certain areas within which the purchase and sale of raw cotton 
shall be unlawful except subject to such condition as may be 
prescribed in such notification. 

33. Any breach or attempted breach or non-observance of 
any of the above Rules or any order thereunder shall be punishable 
by imprisonment of either kind for a term not exceeding one 
month or by a fine not exceeding one thousand rupees or to both, 
and any cotton, cotton seed, or hand cotton gin in respect of which 
any such breach, attempted breach or non-observance has been 
committed may be confiscated or otherwise dealt with, with or 
without compensation. 

34. The Uganda Cotton Rules, 1913, the Uganda Cotton 
(No. 2) Rules, 1913, and the Uganda Cotton Rules, 1914, are 
hereby cancelled but without prejudice always to anything lawfully 
done thereunder or to the prosecution of any offence committed 
before the commencement of these Rules.

Mengo District: Rainfall has been very deficient and in the Northern and North-Western parts 
of the district the prospects at this date are poor. The conditions have been more favourable in 
the Central, South-Eastern and Eastern parts of Bulemezi County, and in Kiagwe (Bukoba), 
and July planted cotton in those areas promises a good yield. Rain is needed to bring on the 
later planted cotton. 

Entebbe District: The South-Western parts of the district have been very dry, and prospects 
are poor. In the rest of the district the outlook is better, but hailstorms have caused some 
damage to cotton plots. 


Mubendi District: Prospects very fair on the whole, but local damage reported by locusts and haul. 
Masaka District: No reports. 
Eastern Province. 

Teso District: Rainfall below normal. June sown cotton promising well, but more rain is needed. 
In Usuka and Serere Counties prospects are poor. Picking has begun.

A new era is dawning upon the world bringing with it many difliculties, fresh responsi- 
bilities, and serious problems to be faced. 

Parliament has secured for the whole country greater opportunities of more 


thorough and varied education but it will depend upon the parents whether these 
opportunities are used to the full. 


We all rejoice that plans are afoot for bringing to an end the existence of such 
bad and crowded housing as makes homelife almost impossible. 


To-day more than ever the Empire needs her daughters, for in the larger world 
of public and industrial work women are daily taking a more important place. 


As we have been united in all our work whether of head or hands in a real 
sisterhood of suffering and service during the war let us go on working together with the 
same unity of purpose for the settlement and reconstruction of our country.—_MARY, R.”

Nore (5).—The Statutory List for each country is 
telegraphed, on the day of issue, to His Majesty's Represen- 
tative in that country, who is instructed to notify 
accordingly British Consular Officers, to whom persons 
abroad should apply for information as to names on the 
List. Persons and firms in the United Kingdom with 
agencies or branches abroad would, however, be well advised 
to furnish such agencies or branches with issues of the List 
as they appear. The Lists for all countries in Central or 
South America are also telegraphed to His Majesty's
